\  Tajor  T«ovfA8  Pearson,  who  will 
bcchiidy  rcccllcctcd  in  this  coun¬ 
try  as  a  viiujbrc  friend  of  old  Englith 
literature,  was  born  of  eery  refpectjble 
pircnts  at  Cote  Green,  near  Burton-In- 
KenJaJ,  WcihnorciaaJ,  abo at  the  year 
174.0.  He  waj  e«lucared  at  Burton^ 
but  was  far  Icii  indented  for  his  future 
acquirements  to  the  inttruc^ion  he  re¬ 
ceived  from  his  malfer,  than  to  his  own 
private  itudics,  which  he  purfued  after 
he  came  to  London,  about  1756.  From 
this  time  he  bad  a  place  in  the  Navy 
Orfice,  which  he  quitted  in  the  year 
1760.  He  left  England  tbc>  toth.of 
May  1761,  on  being  appointed  Cadet 
on  the  Bengal  Edabiiihoient. 

His  condu.^  was  luch  as  entitled 
him  to  the  contidence  and  efteem  of 
all  with  whom  he  was  connected,  and 
efpecially  of  the  Halt  India  Company, 
in  whole  fervice  be  rofe  to  the  rank  of 
Major,  having  (ignalized  himlclf  on  va¬ 
rious  occafions.  He  was  particularly 
noticed  by  Lord  Clive,  to  whom  he  ad¬ 
hered  during  the  mutiny  fomented  bv 
Sir  Robert  Fletcher,  upon  whofe  trwl 
Major  Pearlbn  held  the  importaac 
o£ce  of  Judge  Advocate. 

In  1767  he  married  a  lidcr  of  Eyics 
Irwin,  Efq.  well  known  in  the  poeti¬ 
cal  world,  and  of  James  Irwin,  Efq., 
late  a  Direflor  of  the  Halt  India  Com* 
pany.  This  Lady  unhapnily  died  the 
year  following,  viz.  Srh  September 
1768,  and  an  elegant  epitaph  inferibed 
to  her  memory  maybe  found,  together 
with  other  poems  of  merit  bv  .Major 
Pearfon,  in  “  Pearch'i  Caliectlon  of 
Focras,”  Vol.  IV. 


He  returned  to  Ecg’and  in  Augutl 
1770,  along  with  Goveraar  Vcrc.it, 
under  whom  be  hod  acted  as  military 
Secretary. 

On  his  return,  he  bad  the  opportu¬ 
nity  of  indulging  bis  tatte  for  the 
ancient  literature  of  bis  country;  to 
whicn  he  applied  with  indefatigable 
ailtdulty,  and  fbon  accumulated  an 
extenfive  library,  coofitting  of  the  bed 
and  many  ot  the  karcett  books  in  the 
Englith  iangoage.  During  this  period, 
aifo,  be  built  a  spacious  and  ornamental 
babitatioa  at  Burton,  near  his  native 
place. 

Liftenidg  to  the  call  of  fricndfliip,  he 
was  unfortunately  prevailed  upon  to  go 
again  to  India. 

In  this  voyage,  which  commenced 
the  8th  of  April  1776,  he  accompanied 
General  Carnac.  The  eii'iCt  of  this 
fecond  expofure  to  a  climate  too  cem- 
moniy  unfriendly  to  Eurep^aus,  foon 
became  difccrniblc  in  Major  Pearfon  j 
and  he  fell  a  iacrihes  to  it  the  sth 
of  Augult  1781,  at  Calcutta,  whcie  the 
remains  of  his  wire  had  'previouily  been 
depotited. 

Mijor  Pcarfon’s  library  was  brought 
from  VVc.tmoreUnd,  and  told  by  auc¬ 
tion  in  1733;  and  a  more  curious  or 
valuable  collection  has  fcldom  been  ex- 
pofed  on  limilar  occafions. 

His  only  child,  a  daughter  of  emi¬ 
nent  acccmpliihmcnrs, has  been  for  fomo 
years  the  wife  of  Wogin  Browne,  Eiq. 
of  Browne  Cattle,  Ireland.

'Fhe  cui  iolify 
yuu  expid’s,  with  itgard  to  the  ^)ar- 
ticulars  of’  my  life,  and  the  variety 
<>t  fitiiations  in  which  I  niav  have  been, 
cannot  he  giatitied  within  tiiccoinpafs 
of  a  letter  ;  hefidc'?,  thcic  arc  Ionic  par¬ 
ticulars  of  niy  life  which  it  would  ill 
become  me  to  relate. 

The  only  fimilitude  l>etween  the  cir- 
cumitanccs  of  my  own  tortune,  and 
iliofe  I  have  attributed  to  R.'derick 
Kandoin,  confilis  in  niy  being  horn  of 
a  icfpcCtahle  family  in  Scotland  }  in 
n^y  being  Ucd  a  Surgeon,  and  having 
lervcd  as  a  Surgeon's  Mate  on  hoard  a 
man  of  war,  during  the  expedition  of 
Cartlugena.  I'hc  low  fit uat ions  in 
which  1  have  exhibited  Koiierick,  I 
never  experienced  in  my  own  perfon. 

I  married  very  young  a  native  of 
Jamaica,  a  young  Lady  well  known 
and  univeifally  icfpe^ted  under  the 
name  of  Mil's  Nancy  Lafccllcs,  and  by 
her  1  enjoy  a  coiiiioi  table,  though  mo- 
derate  eltaie,  in  that  Idand. 

1  pra^filcd  iuigery  in  London,  after 
having  improved  inyfelf  by  travelling 
in  Fi  ance,  and  other  foreign  countries, 
till  the  year  1749,  when  I  took  my  de¬ 
gree  of  Dot'for  in  Merlicine,  and  have 
lived  ever  fnue  in  (dielfea,  (1  hope) 
with  credit  and  reputation.

ACCOUNT  OF  LATIN  DICTIONARIES. 


Tf*  i7H»  very  learned  and  inge- 
niouH  mcml)ers  of  the  Univcrfityof 
Cainhrlilge  gave  to  tiic  public  a  new 
edition  <d  Stcplicns's  Diitionary  of  the 
Latin  language,  in  4  volumes  in  folio. 
^'helc  gentlctnen  were  Mr.  I.aw  •  of 
C’hritt’s  (College ;  Mr.  Taylor  j*  of  St. 
Jolm's  j  Mr.  Johnlini  J  of  Magdalen, 
and  Mr.  Hutchinfon  ||  of  I'rinity.  The 
work  was  executed  witlicaicand  ability, 
add  was  well  received.  'I  he  preface 
contains  a  curious  .accotint  ot  Latin 
di<5tionuries,  an  abltra<ft  of  which  1  Oiall 
give  for  the  aniuleinrnt  of  the  reader. 

A  Ihort  time  after  the  invention  of 
priming, a didVionary,  tinder  the  title  of 
Catholiiotit  appealed  \  it  was  the  third 
printed  book, and  was  finifh^  il  at  Metz, 
A.  D.  1460.  At  the  end  of  it  are  thefe 
remai  kable  words: — “  Altilfimi  pi cfidio 
ctijus  nutu  infantiuin  linguc  fiint  di- 
ffi  tr.  Oblique  nuntero  (epe  pai  vulis 
rrvcluf  quod  fapicntibiis  celar.  liic 
liber c^regius,  catbolicon,  doinlnice  in- 
carnacionts  annis  X.  Alma 

in  url)e  moguntina  nationis  indite Ger- 
manice.  Q^am  dci  cicinentia  lant  alto 
ingenii  Iiiinine  dont'tjuc  gritnito  cete¬ 
ris  lerraruin  nationibtis  prefene  illiif- 
tfareque  Mignatns  elt.  Non  calami. 
Stili  aut  penne  fnftVagio,  fed  mira  pa- 
tronariiin  foimarnmque  Concordia  pro- 
porcione  modulo  imprelltis  eli  atqiie 
ionfrdus  clt."— I  have  preferved  the 
oiiginal  orthography.  I'hc  pi  inters, 
rhougli  their  names  do  not  appear,  were 
John  Fult  and  Peter  Stdioctl’cr.  'Mic 
author  of  this  (!atht)licon  was  Johan¬ 
nes  Balhus,  or  better  known  by  the 
name  of  Johannes  de  Jinna  or  laniien- 
fis,  from  being  a  native  ot  Genoa:  he 
was  a  Dominican  inunk.  lie  conipofcd 
this  work  in  1290:  it  was  Voinpiled 
from  two  others,  that  of  Ugutio,  a 
native  of  Pi  la  and  bifliop  of  Ferrara, 
who  floiirinied  in  1196,  and  that  of 
P.ipias,  wlio  lived  in  1053.  The  dic¬ 
tionary  of  Fapias  was  piinted  five  or 
fix  times:  the  Hill  edition  was  at  Milan 
in  1476,  and  the  lalt  at  Venice  in  1496. 

John  l  orteUius  of  Arezzo,  chamber- 
lain  to  Pope  Nicholas  V.  printed  a  dic¬ 
tionary  at  Iievigo  in  1477,  and  at  Vi¬ 
cenza  in  14S0.  Junianus  Maius,  a  Ne¬ 
apolitan,  publiOted  another  at  Naples 
*475»  ■tid  John  Kciiehlin  one  at 
Kile  in  14^?©.  Nicholas  Peiiot,  arch- 
bilhop  ol  Siponto,  had  written  large 


commentaries  on  Martial,  which,  after 
his  death,  were  printed  at  Venice  in 
1491,  under  the  title  of  Corruco^ia.-^ 
Thefe  Amhrofe  Calcpin,  an  Auitin 
hermit,  and  native  of  Calepio,  copied 
into  his  dictionary  printed  at  Khegio 
in  1501.  This  fiill  Cilition  is  litjile 
known  \  but  the  itcond,  at  Venice  in 
1509,  is,  and  has  rim  through  eighteen 
editions. 

Robert  Stephens  obferving  the  Va¬ 
rious  imperfections  of  Calcpin,  propof, 
ed  to  fupply  them  }  but  after  fome  at* 
tempts,  he  found  it  would  be  a  patch- 
work,  and  unworthy  of  the  public  eye, 
and  therefore  he  fet  about  tlic  lleicu- 
lean  labour  of  coinpoling  an  entirely 
new  one,  which  appeUied  in  1531. 
Many  faults  being  pointed  out  in  this 
impreffion,  he  fet  about  cori‘e6ting  it, 
and  called  in  the  aid  of  William  Kude, 
Lazarus  Bayf,  and  James  Toufl'ain. 
'I'his  was  printed  in  1336.  In  1538,  he 
pnblilhcd  an  abridgment  of  it,  Latin 
.and  French  :  this  fei  ved  as  a  model 
every  w  here  j  in  Germany,  in  Italy, 
and  every  country  the  Latin  part  was 
retained,  and  the  vernacular  language 
put  in  the  place  of  the  Fiench  :  m 
England  Cooncr  publilbed  it  with  the 
words  in  Englifli,  and  after  hi‘m  Holy- 
oakc,  Littleton,  and  Ainfworth.  So 
that  fo  far  as  a  dictionary  contributei 
to  the  learning  and  extending  a  lan¬ 
guage,  the  whole  woild  is  iiulcbtcil  to 
the  excellent  Robert  Stephens. 

I  fhall  conclude  this  little  hidory  of 
dit^tionaries  by  remarking,  that  an 
error  Teems  to  j>ervadethe  belt  ot  them, 
and  that  is,  giving  examples  fioin 
writers  of  the  diH'eient  meanings  of  the 
Tame  Latin  word.  A  learner  thoiil.l 
have  the  various  imports  of  the  I/uiu 
word  in  Knglifh,  without  Latin  exam¬ 
ples  j  and  he  Ihould  be  forced  to  teleit 
inch  as  make  tlic  context  of  a  tciUencc 
the  belt  fenfe.  A  learner  wants  a 
i'opia  •verhoruftii  or  a  complete  vocabu-* 
iary  in  his  memory  Hrit}  when  he  has 
ac(]uired  that,  and  can  apply  it,  then 
Ainiworth  will  be  neccllary.  But  I 
beg  leave  to  fay,  that  to  make  a  criti¬ 
cal,  elegant,  and  correit  Latin  fcholar, 
Stephens's  dictionary,  in  4  vols.  folio, 
mult  be  Itudicd,  and  every  thing  ufe* 
ful  will  be  found  in  it.

1  OFTEN  wonder,  and  not  without 
concern,  whence  it  comes  to  pafs, 
that  England  tor  To  many  years  hath 
been  continually  afflicted  with  pefti- 
Icnce }  and  above  all,  with  the  fweating 
ticknels,  which  Teems  in  a  manner  pe> 
foliar  to  that  country.  We  read  of  a 
city  which  was  delivered  tronia  plague 
of  long  continuance,  by  altering  the 
buildings,  according  to  the  advice  of  a 
certain  philolbpher.  I  am  much  iniT* 
taken,  if  England,  by  the  fame  method, 
might  not  find  a  cure.  Firlt  of  all,  they 
are  totally  regardlefs  concerning  the 
aipe^t  of  their  tioors  and  windows  to 
the  cad,  north,  See.  Then  they  build 
thejr  chambers  fo  that  they  admtr  not  a 
thorough  air,  whicit  yet,  in  Gilcu’s 
opirion,  is  very  necelViry.  They  glaze 
a  great  part  of  the  fulcs  with  fmall  panes, 
deligned  to  admit  the  light,  and  exclude 
the  wind ;  bnt  thefe  windows  are  full 
of  chinks,  through  whicli  enters  a  per¬ 
colated  air,  which  Itagnating  in  the 
room,  is  more  noxious  than  the  wind. 
As  to  the  rioors,  they  are  ufually  made 
of  clay,  covered  witla  rulhes  that  grow 
ill  fens,  which  are  fo  (lightly  removed 
kow  and  then,  that  the  lower  part  re¬ 
mains  fometimes  for  twenty  years  to- 
getlaer,  and  in  it  a  colledion  of  Tpittle, 
vomit,  urine  of  dogs  and  men,  beer, 
feraps  of  fi(h,  and  other  filthinefs  not 
to  be  named.  Hence,  upon  change  of 
weather,  a  vapour  is  exhaled,  very  per¬ 
nicious,  in  my  opinion,  to  the  human 
body.  Add  to  this,  that  England  is 
not  only  I'urrounded  with  the  le.i,  but 
in  many  parts  is  fenny,  and  interiet^led 
with  l^reains  of  a  brackilh  water  j  and 
that  liiltfilh  is  the  common  and  favour¬ 


ite  food  of  the  poor.  I  am  perfuaded 
that  the  idand  would  be  far  more 
healthy,  if  the  uTe  of  thefe  rulhes  were 
quite  laid  afide,  and  the  chambers  lb 
built  as  to  let  in  the  air  on  two  or  three 
Tides,  with  liich  glaTs  windows  as  tniglic 
be  either  thrown  quite  open,  or  kept 
ihut,  without  Tmall  crannies  to  let  m 
the  wind.  For  as  it  is  uTeful  fometimet 
to  admit  a  free  air.  To  it  is  Tometimcf 
to  exclude  it.  The  common  people

SUBSTITUTES  FOR  OAK  BARK  IN  TANNING. 


TpHE  great  demand  and  expense  of 
^  oak  bark,  and  the  confequent  de- 
ftrucHon  of  trees,,  have  long  rendered 
an  etficient  Tubllitute  for  bark  in  our 
tanneries  an  object  in  the  higheit  de. 
gree  defirable :  a  dK'covery  was  made 
during  the  lad  Tummer,  by  M.  Klein, 
a  member  of  the  Royal  Academy  of 
Berlin,  for  tanning  leather  without  the 
aifidance  of  bark,  and  he  has  produced 
right  new  Torts  of  leather  tluis^srepared, 
which  arc  equal  or  fuperior  to  tliat 
made  under  the  old  Tyltein.  It  is  fur- 
pri(ing  that  the  experiments  on  which 
this  diTcovcry  is  foandcd|  have  not  been

QUEEN  CAROLINE, 

This  truly  amiable  and  excellent 
Princefs  is  faid  to  have  frequently 
aniufed  herfclf  by  going'  incognito 
through  the  ftreets,  and  to  dilferent 
(hops,  in  the  carriage  of  one  of  her 
Ladies  of  the  Bedchamber;  and  it  is 
eafy  to  be  conceived,  that  if  fo  auguH, 
and  confequently  fo  well  known  a  per- 
fonage,  could  be  thoroughly  conceded, 
which  Teems  almolt  imponfible,  (he  mull 
have  deriyed  great  entertainment,  when 
divsded  of  the  appendages  attendant 
upon  royalty,  in  obferving,  as  a  com* 
nion  fceftator,  the  infinite  variety  of 
charafters,  incidents,  and  occupations, 
with  which  this  vatl  city  abounded. 

We  have,  by  many  oriental  tales, 
been  led  to  believe,  that  Eaitcrn  Mo- 
narchs  have  defeended  from  their 
thrones,  and,  attended  by  their  Viziers, 
traverfed  the  flrcets  of  their  Imperial 
cities,  mingled  with  focicry,  and  fre¬ 
quently  derived  both  pleafure  and 
inftruftion  from  their  rcfcarchcs.  Whe¬ 
ther  the  greater  part  of  the  incidents 
of  thefe  tales  are  true  or  falfc,  is  imma¬ 
terial:  they  are  faid  to  have  been  tra¬ 
ditionally  delivered  from  age  to  age, 
and,  generally  fpeaking,  to  exhibit  a 
faithful  pifture  of  the  people  whole 
charafter  and  manners  they  profefs  to 


delineate;  the  contemplation  of  which 
affords  to  j'uvenlle  minds  both  infornu* 
tion  and  amufement. 

Queen  Caroline  f ,  who,  it  has  been 
obferved,had  the  fame  propenfity,  was, 
in  confeqiience,  one  day  induced  to 
vifit  a  celebrated  warehoufe  (I  think) 
on  Ludgite  hiil,  which,  from  hiving 
its  principal  exhibition-room  on  the 
firll  floor,  was,  in  thofe  times,  termed  a 
Lace  Chamber. 

Though theappellation  “LaceCham- 
bcr”is  alinofl  obliterated  from  our  me- 
mories;  yet  it  %*'ill,  perhaps,  by  fome 
readers,  ^  recollcfted,  that  thefe  places 
were  frequently  Aiites  of  rooms,  fur- 
nifbed  generally  in  an  cl<^ganr,  fome- 
tiines  in  a  fuperb  (file,  but  having 
around  counters  like  a  (hop,  upori 
which,  in  long  (hew-^lafles,  was  dif- 
pUyed  an  infinite  variety  of  pattern- 
cards  of  this  beautiful  and  ingenious 
fpecics  of  manufafture.  It  may  b« 
neceflary  to  flatc,  that  the  higher 
clafTes  of  thefe  exquifttely  formed  fa¬ 
brics  were,  at  that  time,  wholly  exo¬ 
tic,  the  produftion  of  foreign  artifls 
and  artizans,  whofe  emporiums  of 
traffic  were  Bruflels,  Mechlin,  &c. 
places  the  names  of  which  identified 
the  commodity. 

It  is  true  wc  had,  even  at  that  period, 
whole  counties  (Bedford  and  Bticking- 
hamfhire,  for  inllance,)  in  which  the 
making  of  lace  was  the  principal  manu- 
faftuie;  but  it  is  well  known  that,  ia 
thofe  eifentiai  points  of  tafle,  elegance 
of  defign,  finenefs  of  texture,  and  accu¬ 
racy  of  execution,  the  Englilh  were 
greatly  inferior  to  the  foreign  produc¬ 
tions. 

It  was  referred  for  the  tafte  and  libe¬ 
rality  of  her  prefent  Majelty  to  ifimu- 
lote  the  ingenuity  and  indullry  of  our 
fair  countrywomen,  by  taking  this  ele¬ 
gant  manufafture,  and  many  of  its 
arfiz  ms,into  her  immediate  pi  otc61ion. 
Under  her  benign  aufpices,  the  art  of

to  the  gruius  and  talents  of  the  fofter 
fex.  ha»  Pijuiifhcd  to  a  degree  before 
unknown. 

Under  the  benign  aiifpiccs  of  our 
rr.tcious  Queen,  the  taltc  and  talents  of 
her  fex  Iiavc  expanded,  and  I’p^citiiens 
of  this  beautiful  inanufafliue  have  been 
produced,  neither  tamely  imitating, 
nor  merely  rivalling,  hut  greatly  ex¬ 
ceeding,  thofe  exotic  produ<5llons  which 
formerly  were,  at  luch  an  immtnfe  cx- 
penlc,  imported  j  and  while  new  edab- 
iilhnrents,  new  vill.agcs,  have  arifen, 
.and  numbers  of  unprote^fed  females, 
who  mutt  have  either  languilhed  in 
indigence  or  have  been  facriheed  to 
vice,  have  found,  in  employment,  the 
(urclt  guide  to  virtue,  a  new  article  has 
been  added  to  our  commerce,  and  a 
new  (buice  of  revenue  been  derived 
from  the  belt  and  lured  of  all  fprings, 
the  ingenuity  and  indiiltry  of  our  ma* 
nufaitiircrs.

GEORGE  graham,  F.R.S. 

An  inltance  of  the  tenacity  with 
which  this  celebrated  mathematician 
and  mechanic  adhered  to  the  ^cry  Utter 
of  his  promilt,  I  had,  in  early  lilt,  from 
unqiiefliouable  authority. 

Before  tlic  time  of  Graham  •,  natural 
philolophy  h  rJ  ftidoin  been  applied  to 
facilitate  the  progiefs  of  mechanical 
improvement.  The  ancient  watch  and 
clock  makers  were  content  if,  by  in- 
ttnfe  application  to  the  adjuUment  of 
the  parts  of  their  complicated  ma- 
cUincs,  they  could  ccnfcqucntly  obtain 
that  kind  of  chronometcrical  accuracy 
wliicij  fitted  them  lor  general  pnipofes. 
Exa6l  timekeepers,  adapted  to  allrono- 
mical  menfuration,  had  not  then  been 
thought  ofi  nor  had  any  idea  of  pro¬ 
viding  a  regulating  power  againfl  the 
irregularity  which  mull  occur  in  thofe 
machines,  from  the  expanlion  and  con- 
traillon  of  metals  by  heat  and  cold, 
*  ver  pervaded  the  minds  of  the  rnccha- 
nifls. 

This  was  firfl  difeovered  hvGr.aham, 
and,  as  appears  by  the  Philofophical 
Traufa^Ions  of  the  Royal  Society,  im¬ 
proved  by  Klicot,  and,  I  think,  fully 
pcrfeCled  by  Hanifin.  Be  this  as  it 
may,  the  fame  of  Graliam,  as  a  watch-

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ipiker,  wa?,  In  his  tlmCi  cftabridied 
upon  Aich  a  broad  and  fcicntific  bafis, 
that  it  Ita.npcil  a  peculiar  value  upon 
every  piece  of  work  on  which  his  name 
was  engraved,  which  has  continued  to 
this  hour.  During  his  life,  his  watches 
were  fo  much  in  requell,  that,  without 
adverting  to  the  inHuence  of  faHiion,  it 
may  fairly  be  dated,  that  every  perlbn 
to  whom  minute  mechanical  accuracy 
was  a  snattcr  of  importance,  was  happy 
to  obtain  one  of  thefc  regulators. 

A  Gentleman  who  had  hefpoken  a 
watch  of  this  nature  of  him,  when  it 
was  delivered,  told  the  conllruwlor, 
that  as  he  was  upon  the  point  of  going- 
to  India,  where  he  fliould  be  rcfjdent 
rearfeven  years;  and  meant  to  keep  an 
account  of  tlic  variations  of  his 
time-keeper,  he  fliould  be  glad  to  he 
informed  whether  he  could  guels,  in 
any  degree,  how  far  thofe  variations 
would  extepd. 

**  Sir,"  returned  Graham,  the 
watch  has  been  con K rubied  under  my

The  Watchmaker  kept  his  word  j 
for  neither  intreaties,  nor  the  molt 
liberal  offers  on  the  part  of  the  Gen¬ 
tleman,  could  prevail  on  him  to  rc!to«  e 
tl;c  watcli,  which  he  kept  in  his  itudy 
till  his  death,  and  ufed  as  a  regulator.' 
He  very  frequently,  when  he  had  occa- 
fton  to  coniulc  this  machine,  told  his 
vifitors  the  llory  attached  to  it,  and, 
although  he  was  one  of  the  moll  ferious 
of  men  himlelf,  as  frequently  extracted

branches,  namely,  ihat  of  ciUDloying 
(hildren  ia  tin*  woollen  manuftilory, 
in  departments  which  had  forinvii/ 
been  fliltd  by  grown  peribns. 

In  order  to  ilo  this  with  effVcf,  we 
fiml  him,  about  the  year  16S4,  rntr«>- 
ducingthe  firil  fpecimens  we  have  mvl 
with  oi  that  kind  of  l*elf-op.*r:iting  ma. 
chinery  whicli  Ins  fince  con»iib  tted  fo 
lunch  to  fliortcn  the  labour  of  the  arti 
zans,  while  it  fo  much  improved  tli 
conllrnflivc  fabrics  of  our  piece  goods 
of  every  defeription.  He*  had  a  nn- 
nufa-lory  upon  this  principle  in  his 
county,  which  comiiriled  from  forty 
to  eighty  looms,  each  loom,  c  ticularing 
^very  preparatory  branch,  aifording 
employment  for  ten  chihlicnj  anil 
when  he  faw  the  fuccefs  with  which 
thelc  experiments  were  attended,  h 
from  motives  of  \uc  purelt  philari 
thropy,  wi.'hed  to  extend  the  advan 
tages  of  his  ichemes  10  England,  where 
he  conceived,  they  would  give  .a  new 
flimulus  to  our  flaple  manufa^lure 
at  that  time  rather  linguifhing,  and 
by  calling  into  operation  a  large  por 
tion  of  hitherto  unapplied  indulrry,  lay 
the  foundation  of  future  opulence.

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In  confequence  ofthere  fuggeftions, 
he  c<ime  over  to  this  kingdom,  and  pro. 
puied  to  crtabliHi  a  manuf'atlory  of  this 
nature  at  Iplwich. 

Small  corporations  have  been  fre¬ 
quently  laid  to  have  been  the  greatelt 
imptdimrnts  to  national  induftry  and 
the  tpirit  of  adventure  that  ever  a  com* 
tnercial  country  experienced  :  they 
have  alfo  moit  truly  been  dated  to 
have  bren  blind  to  their  own  interelts, 
where  thofc  interefts  did  not  depend 
upon  (boicCt  elt^iicn,  or,  in  the  well- 
iinderltood  language  of  the  Purtt  upon 
free  nA:iii  But  this  of  Ipfwich  was 
the  blindcft  of  all  Corporations j  for 
although  their  town  was  fcarcely  more 
than  half  inhabited,  though  grais  grew 
in  their  principal  ftreets,and  commerce 
had  almod  receded  even  from  their 
markets  they  could  not  fee  the  advan¬ 
tage  of  courting  her  back  through  the 
medium  of  manufa^liires. 

In  fj^t,  t!»ey  would  not  fuffer  this 
fcheme  of  Mr.  Cor-ke  to  be  carried 
into  eti’eC^.  Determined,  however,  to 
try  the  expei  iment  in  dcHance  of  them, 
he  (ct  up  a  few  looms  without  their 
liberties;  but,  alas!  he  had  not  confi- 
dered  that  the  influence  of  minute  mu¬ 
nicipalities  in  the  promotion  of  piide 
and  idlenets  commonly  extended  far 
beyond  the  r  own  boundaries.  Of  this 
he  was  Toon  fenfiUr;  for  lie  found  fuch 
a  prejudice  inifed  againfl  the  employ, 
ment  of  children  in  this  way,  as  has, 
in  our  mar uf«dhi ring  counties,  been 
fiiice  expericnccil,  and  is  perhaps  now, 
in  ibnie  places,  in  a£Iual  operation. 
Tor  althoiigh  he  endeavoured  to  allure 
the  lifing  generation  to  him  by  the 
offer  of  a  penny  more  in  a  thilling  than 
they  could  obtain  by  the  fame  works 
either  at  Colchcitcr  or  Norwich,  their 
parent >  would  not  fuffer  them  to  be 
employed  f.  He  therefore,  after  fome 
fi  uitiefs  unavailing  efforts  to  ferve  the 
country,  dropped  the  ftheme,  and  rc- 
tiirnrd  to  Ireland. 

The  fingular  benevolence  and  phi¬ 
lanthropy  which  diflin^uiiheJ  the 
different  plans  of  Mr.  Cooke  for  “  bet¬ 
tering  the  coiuliticp,"  by  exciting  tlie 
induftry  of  the  poor  of  his  native 
county,  Wexford;  his  mode  of  con 
du<5fing  himtelf  in  the  high  oihee 


to  which  he  was  appointed,  which, 
though  in  point  of  what  may  be  termed 
bcfpitality^  i.  e.  promoting  even  excefs 
in  eating  and  drinking,  nearly  the 
reveife  of  every  Sheriff  that  had  prc. 
ceded  him ;  yet  his  application  of  the 
fums  that  were  formerly  devoted  to 
thefe  abufes,  being  (uch  as  gave  gene¬ 
ral  fatisfa^fion,  having  excited  curio, 
fity  with  refpc6t  to  the  domeftic  habits 
of  the  man  who,  in  fuch  times  and  in 
fuch  a  fituation,  dared \o  a6f  from  him- 
felf,  we  And  the  following  account  of 
them 

Robert  Cooke,  EOq.,  the  famous  do. 
thicr,  was  living  near  Wexfoid  the  lat¬ 
ter  end  of  the  feventeenth  century.  He 
was  a  perfon  of  lingular  habits  ;  he  be¬ 
ing  what  was  then  termed  a  rigid 
Pythagorean,  and  would  perhaps,  in 
this  voluptuous  age,  have  been  deemed 
a  lunatic,  for  he  would  not  drink  any 
liquor  but  water,  nor  would  he  cat  of 
any  food  that  had  ever  had  fenfitive 
life.  Nay,  he  carried  his  abhorrence 
of  the  flaughterard  defti  udion  of  ani¬ 
mal  cxillence,  which  mud  neceflarily 
be  tlie  precurfors  of  a  good  dinner, 
fui  thcr  than  ZoroaHcr  or  any  of  the 
ancient  Bramins,  further  than  Pytha- 
goras  or  the  modern  Caft  of  Gentoosj 
for  he  would  not  wear  any  thing  that 
was  produced  by  the  death  of  any  fen¬ 
fitive  creature  ;  and  in  order  to  be  cer¬ 
tain  that  he  was  not  betrayed  into  a 
deviation  from  this  rule,  it  is  flated, 
that  he  had  his  clothes,  hat,  fhoci, 
and  dockings,  his  bed,  &c.,  all  made  of 
linen. 

This  feems  to  be  fearing  to  the  very 
acme  fifigularity  \  for  if  we  allow  that 
the  feelings  of  this  Gentleman  were  fo 
exquiiite  that  he  could  not  fit  down  to 
dinner  without  rellefting  upon  tiic 
deltiu«51ion  of  animal  life,  and  bring¬ 
ing  to  his  mind  the  variety  of  tortuics 
which  various  creatures  had  luffercd 
before  their  carcaffes  or  joints  were 
drawn  forth  to  compofe  that  magni¬ 
ficent  fpcOacle  termed  a  nvelhcovered 
table  ;  Itill  ir  is  hard  to  conceive  what 
objection  he  could  have  to  the  wearing 
many  of  their  productions,  efpeciallv 
as  he  had,  behiie  this  idea  entered 
his  mind,  (for  I  find  he  had  then 
retired  from  bufinefs,)  dealt  largely

without  deltro;.  ing  the  life  of  the  ani- 
sul  that  produced  it. 

But  it  would  be  a  tafk  to  which, 
perhaps,  the  moll  pervading  talents 
are  unequal,  to  attempt  to  account  for 
thefe  anomalies  of  the  human  mind 
which  have  appeared,  at  times,  in  all 
igcs  and  nations,  from  the  period  of 
the  philofopher  who  denominated  the 
to  the  prefent  hour,  and  which, 
eett.iiiily,  if  wc  confider  our  cruelty 
to  the  b.ute  creation,  and  our  fhamcful 
prodigality  of  tlieir  innocent  lives,  if  it 
were  a  fault,  was  fo  much  on  the  right 
fide,  had  fuch  a  leaning  towards  vir¬ 
tue,  that  Lucullus,  Apicius,  Helioga- 
bolus,  or  all  the  good  livers  of  antiquity, 
nay  all  their  modern  difciples,  from 
Duik  or  Hog  lanes,  Well,  to  the  Poultry^ 
Fifk  llreet,  &c.,  Eall,  will  be  inclined 
to  pa^s  a  night  cenfure  on  his  afhes, 
which,  I  underitand,  from  a  medical 
man,  notwithllanding  his  abfurd  regi¬ 
men,  were  kept  out  of  their  terreite 
maUrafs  almoft  a  century  j  and  I  am  of 
opinion,  that  he  had  the  audacity  to 
live  in  order  to  confute  and  dilhonour 
the  piognollication  which  was  hunched 
at  him,  that  his  abitinence  would  foun 
bring  him  to  the  grave,  or,  in  the  ver¬ 
nacular  idiom,  that  he  was  killing  him- 
felf  by  inches.

As.  long  (ince  as  the  year  1782,  the 
company,  of  which  I  had  the  pleafure 
to  form  a  part,  going,  in  the  phrafe  of 
the  road,  downward  in  the  Manchcller 
coach,  were,  among  other  fubjeds,  dif- 
courling,  or  rather  littening  to  the  diL 
courfe  of  a  Gentleman  who  entertained 
us  with  a  detail  of  the  claufes  and  pro- 
vifions  of  the  Hatute  of  Ufury,  with 
which  one  of  his  clients  (for  wc  foon 
difcoveicd  that  the  fpeaker  was  an 
attorney)  had  been  dabbling.  **  You 
will  not  wonder.  Gentlemen,”  fiid  this 
loquacious  member  of  a  profelTion  not 
at  «// remarkable  for  its  loquacity  j  **  I 
fay,  you  will  not  wonder,  after  what  I 
have  bri^y  dated,  all  which,  and  ten 
times  as  much,  1  lhall  date  in  brief, 
aye  and  prove  too,  that  A.  B.,  my 
unfortunate  client,  became  a  bankrupt, 
and  that  he  drew  in  C.  D.  and  the  rclt 
of  the  firm.  But  if  I  do  not  trounce 
the  old  dog  who  advertifet,  enquire 
for  Mr.  2.  in  a  ftreet  that  (hall  be 
uamelcfs,  or  he,  the  faid  Z.,  may  be 
fpoken  with  every  eveningi  at  eight, 
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under  the  clock  at  a  cofTce.houfe  that 
lhail  be  namelefs,  and  who  begins  hit 
adfertifemenrs  with,  *•  Any  kini  not 
exceeding  fitry  thouland  pounds  icady 
to  .advance  j”  I  fay,  if  f  do  not  trounce 
the  hook-noftfd,  beetle-browed  Icouiu 
d-cl,  v%ho  has  taken  of  my  unfortunate 
client  more  than  thirty  per  cent.,  wlio 
has  got  him  to  iign  half  a  rtim  of 
accommodation  bills  j  1  la/,  if  I  do  not 
bring  Mr.  Z.  to  book,  lay  my  name  is 
not  K  • - .” 

“  A.  B.,  C.  n.,and  all  their  friends, 
as  well  as  Mr.  Z.,  arc  brou^lit  to  book 
every  tiay,”  faid  a  limple  young  man, 
one  of  the  pallengcrs. 

Aye!"  laid  a  Gentleman,  “talk¬ 
ing  of  ufureis  puts  me  in  mind  of  the

of  the  ltrony,(tt  inveftives  ag»iinA  uiury 
that  it  IS  poihble  for  tiic  imagination  to 
conceive. 

“  riie  I'cople,  who  Toon  undo  Hood 
the  filuaiion  ))( the  parties,  tiequcntly, 
in  the  piogrdsof  the  iliAourA*,  turned 
their  c)\s  upon  the  o!il  Gentleman’s 
pew^  but  h«-,  totally  ah!bd)ed  in  his 
attention  to  the  picarher,  did  not  Aem 
to  p.iy  the  Imalied  i  e{;aut  to  the  vvhiA 
pert  that  were  ciicnlated  around  him* 

“  When  the  nephew  met  the  unde 
after  the  fcimun  was  over,  the  latter. 


to  the  Airprife  of  the  former,  extended 
his  hand,  and  gave  him  five  twenty, 
(hilling  pieces.  Amazement  and  re. 
morfc  took  ponTelTion  of  the  mind  of 
the  young  Clergyman,  perhaps  a  little 
lindurcd  with  joy  and  Icll-gi aiulatioa 
at  having  made  a  convert.  iioMever, 
he  trembled  as  he  took  the  moneys 
begge*!  his  uncle  to  pardon  him  ter 
what  he  lud  done  j  and  added,  that  he 
w'as  hippy  that  he  Aemed  to  forgive 
him,  for  he  was  fcaiful  that  he  had 
given  nim  great  ofTencc.”

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T  HAVE  been  fo  often  entertained  and 
**  informed  by  your  Correfpondent 
Mr.  Mofer,  tliat  it  was  with  much  mur* 
fification  and  ftirprile  I  read  in  your 
M.igazine  fur  January  la!t  his  cenfure 
of  the  chaia^cr  o(  that  able,  huncA, 
and  truly  patriotic  Judge,  Crokc,  (not 
Crookc,  as  fpelc  by  Mr.  M.)  Seeing  it 
in  the  light  w  hich  1  do,  I  am  fure  Mr.

I  What  is  meant  hy  fom:  other  encou- 
j  ragemiftts  of  the  tike  nature  I  do  not 
knov\’;  nor  have  I  ever  before  heard, 
tharihe  opinions  of  ten  Juiges,  if 
there  were  To  many,  that  the  King 
could  take  the  /ubjc»fi’s  money  of  his 
I  own  mere  autliority,  has  in  any  fub- 
fcquent  perioil  been  acknowledged  to 
be  law.  Something  like  it,  indeed, 
was  the  opinion  of  the  Chief  Jultice 
on  the  trial  of  the  Seven  liiihops, 
when  he  faid,  he  nuilf  not  fulfer  the 
Counfel  to  queilion  the  King’s  power 
of  difpenfing  with  t!ie  law;  but  he 
Lid  it  in  a  wliii'per,  and  there  were  not 
then  v.'aniing  two  hoiuil  and  upright 
judges  to  deny  it. 

But  let  iisd'ee  i'.at  Lord  Clarendon 
Lys  about  this  opltiion,  about  Judge 
Croke  and  his  Lady. 

Lord  Ciarrndon,  Vol.  L,  p.  6.'?,  in 
the  octavo  edition,  lays,  “  The  cafe  of 
Ship-money  was  argued  before  all  the 
i  Judges  in  the  Exchequer  Chamber, 
j  and,  by  much  the  major  part  of  tbem^ 
i  the  King’s  right  to  impule  averted, 
and  the  tax  adjudged  lawful ;  which 
I  judgment  proved  of  more  advantage 
and  credit  to  Mr,  Hampden  than  to  the 
King’s  fervice. 

**  When  the  people  heard  this  de- 
1  Dianded  in  a  court  of  law  as  a  right, 
and  found  It  bv  fw'orn  Judges  of  tlie 
Law  adjudged  fo,  upon  luch  grounds 
and  reafons  as  every  ftander-by  was 
able  to  fwear  was  not  law,  they  no 
more  looked  upon  it  as  the  ca(e  of 
one  man,  but  the  cafe  of  the  kingdom,

knowingly)  was  rcfoJved  to  deliver  his 
Opinion  for  the  King,  and  to  that  end 
had  prepared  his  argument ;  yet  a  fevr 
dHi  before  he  was  to  argue,  upon 
diic^urfe  with  Tome  of  his  Atarelt  xe- 


lations,  and  mofl  ferious  thouvbts  of  thi: 
bufinefs^  and  being  heartened  by  his 
Lady,  who  was  a  very  good  and  pious 
woman,  and  told  her  hulband,"  &c. 

In  your  Number  for  February,  Mr. 
Mofer  has  given  an  indmee  of  aa 
honell  IVidio^,  who  dared  to  refiit  the 
Queen’s  mandate  to  alienate  the  pro* 
perty  of  hia  bee  to  her  Lord  Chan¬ 
cellor,  and  of  her  acquielcence  in  the 
jullice  of  his  relufal.'  lie  then  iccords, 
that  when  the  temporalities  came  after¬ 
wards  into  the  Queen's  hands,  (he  gra- 
tihed  Sir  Cliriitopher  liatton,  and 
granted  it  to  him.

Where  did  this 
amiable  Moiiarcii  commence  his  fait 
for  this  honourable  purpofe  }  In  a 
court  of  law  ?  No — hit  honed  advifert 
were  aware  that  that  would  not  do  for 
him;  he  fued  in  the  Court  ct  Requefs, 
Mr.  Mofer  does  tliat  Jnttice  to  the  fpi- 
rl:  of  this  Lady  which  he  has  not  done 
to  Lady  Croke;  Ihe  reliiled  the  illegal 
procefs ;  and  the  Lord  Privy  Seal, 
with  an  avowed  intention  to  decide 
ag  linlt  her,  did  not  dire  to  do  it,  when 
(he  told  him  in  his  court,  (with  a  cut¬ 
ting  perfonal  fai  cafm  to  boot,)  chat  (he 
cared  tiot  for  his  decree,  for  his  court 
was  not  a  court  of  judicature. .  Mr. 
Mofer  admits,  that  in  this  (he  (hewed 
herfelf  a  woman  of  fpirit  and  a  good 
lawyer. 

In  flying  thus  much,  I  hope  Mr.  M. 
will  not  charge  me  with  a  fpiceof  repub* 
licanifm ;  1  aHure  him  I  have  not  the 
fmallclt  grain  of  it  in  my  compofitioti.

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But  r  am  fo  fcnfiblc  of  the  happinefs  of 
lining  under  a  Monarch  whofe  conduct

Sir  George  Croke  was  made  one  of 
the  Jnlt  ices  of  the  Common  Bench  in 
i6;4,  and  ofthe  King's  Bench  in  1629. 
The  charaiter  drawn  of  him  by  hir 
Harebottle  Grimlton,  who  married  a 
daughter  of  his,  and  knew  him  well, 
will  (hew  that  he  de"';ves  the  vindica¬ 
tion  of  his  memory  v\hich  I  have  at¬ 
tempted  ♦.  It  is  as  follows  : 

“  He  was  of  .1  mod  prompt  invention 
2nd  apprchciifion,  which  was  accompa¬ 
nied  with  a  rare  memory  j  by  means 
whereof,  atul  through  his  indefatigable 
indurtry,  he  obtained  to  a  profound 
feitnee  and  judgment  in  the  laws,  and 
to  a  fingular  intelligence  of  the  true 
reafons  thereof,  an  I  principally  in  the 
forms  of  good  plead i eg.  fie  was  of  an 
nnivertal  and  admirable  experience  in 
all  other  matters  wliich  concerned  the 
commonwealth.  He  heard  patiently, 
and  never  fpake  but  to  the  purpofv} 
and  was  always  glad  wlien  matters 
were  rep»'cfented  to  him  truly  and 
clearly.  He  had  this  difeerning  gift, 
to  feparatc  the  truth  of  the  matter  from 
the  mixture  and  affeflion  of  the  deli¬ 
verer,  without  giving  the  lead  ofi’e nee. 
He  was  relolutc  and  dcdfafl  for  truth  j 
and  as  he  defired  no  employment  for 
vain  glory,  fo  he  icfufcd  none  for  fear  j 
and  by  his  wildom  and  courage  in  con- 
fcionably  performing  his  charge,  and 
faithfully  difcharglng  hi^  coniciencc, 
and  his  modelly  in  tparingly  (peaking 
thereof,  he  was  without  envy,  though 


not  without  true  glory.  To  fpeak  of 
his  integrity  and  forbearing  to  takfc 
bribes,  were  a  wrong  to  his  viitue.  He 
was  of  a  Itri^t  lile  to  himfclf,  yet  in 
conveiTation  full  of  fvveel  deportment, 
and  atfable,  tender,  and  compalhonate, 
feeing*  none  in  diitrels  whom  he  was  not 
ready  to  relieve  j  nor  did  1  ever  fee  him 
do  anything  more  willingly  than  when 
lie  gave  alms.  He  was  every  way  lihe. 
ral,  and  cared  for  money  no  farther 
than  to  illultrate  his  virtue.  He  was  of. 
great  modelty,  and  of  a  molt  plain  and 
lingle  heart,  of  ati  ancient  freedom  and 
integrity  of  mind,  eitecming  it  more 
honelt  to  otFrnd  than  to  flatter  or  hate. 
He  was  remaikable  for  horpitalltyj  a 
gieat  lover,  and  much  beloved,  of  his 
country,  wherein  he  was  a  blcircti 
peace-maker,  and  in  thofe  times  of 
conriagration,  was  more  for  the  buikct 
than  the  bellows,  often  pc'uiing  cut 
the  water  of  his  tears  to  (^nench  thofe 
beginning  flames  which  others  did 
ventiiatc.  In  icligion,  he  was  devout 
towards  God,  reverent  in  the  cliurth, 
attentive  at  Itrinons,  and  conitaat  in 
family  duties.  Thougli  now  dead,  lie 
Itill  continues  to  do  good,  being  the 
founder  of  a  chapel,  which  he  cau'td 
to  be  dedicated  and  fet  apart  for  the 
fervice  ami  w'oi  lhip  of  God,  and  for 
the  cafe  of  the  Inhabitants  ot  btukeley 
(being  an  hamlet,  and  member  ot  Brck- 
ley,  in  Bucks,  and  at  lead  two  or  three 
miles  from  the  parlfh-church)  ;  asall'o 
of  an  liolpital  for  poor  people;  both 
of  which  he  endowed  with  a  liberal 
revenue  -f ." 

He  died  at  his  houfe  at  Waterfiokc, 
in  Oxfordlhire,  in  1641,  in  the  elahty- 
fecond  year  of' his  age.  He  was  buried 
there,  vvhei  e  a  tomb  was  credit d  to  his 
memory,  by  his  Lady,  a  daughter  of 
Sir  I'homas  Bennett,  with  the  follow¬ 
ing  infeription  ;

furprilt-d  anti  iuddenly  1)o:ndc»i  l»y  two 
bcKits  tnll  ofarnud  men, to  the  nninlrcr 
c'f  fciiy,  win)  tt'ok  yolielhon  ot  the 
inignntine,  no  itlinmce  bJng  made: 
''I'hat  the!e  itrangers  altered  her  coiirlr,

were  all  brought  on  ihere  ami  coiv.rr.it- 
ted  10  '."Villon:  'I'iiat  a  few  thys  alter 
they  w’enc  taken  out.  and  examined  ;

ovt  fleers :  riiat  he  and  his  con[»panions 
V  ere  fr  ona  rime  to  time  rnaiie  to  expeh, 
th.if  orders  w'ould  come  from  court  tor' 
their  releafe ;  but  ire  fuppofestlrey  were 
cjuite  forgotten.  They  h:'.;l  written 
f  requently  to  lire  (.'atlrollc  Millionariw' 
at  i'ekir:,  requeuing  tiieir  ledlcitallcn% 
hut  |■^'Ct!ved  no  anfwer;  ami  perl'.aps 
the  I't  i'or'.-ktcpcr,  who  havi  a  'pretit 
on  their  i:;bou.i,  never  fen.t  their  iet- 
uts  ;  rh..t  attrr  more  than  a  year's 
crmni'cnu nt,  bring  in  the  (our.tiy  at  a 
b.jived,  hr  accid...  ntallv  ( ut  Li?  foot 
verv  badilv,  rml  v.as  left  behind  »at  a 
farn.t:’;  iroule  to  be  cured,  the  farmer 
under  t;>ki.ig  ro  i  einrn  liim  to  prdoa 
win.m  rewevered:  Tirat  he  got  into 
favour  in  the  family  :  That  he  ie:unt 
the  ‘arn’ci'j  wiL;  to  make  biapi,  wiiich 
I  c  nnd*. rllooel,  it  bung  Iris  f  itlrcrh 
trade  :  'D'.it  he  h.rJ  hi.nlelf  been  :m 
apprentice  to  a  Ihoemaker  be  tote  fic 
to('k  to  tire  lea  ;  and  fmdbig  i‘>!ae 
leathtr  in  the  iioulc,  be  made  liirnltli, 
v\irii  l'ir;h  tool?  as  he  could  get  t.f 
make,  a  largo  Ihoc  for  hi.-,  kune  loot; 
That  the  latu.er  ailnrirtd  ih.e  ihvc

•  Currjf  probably  Lor^a, 
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accordingly  made  (hoes  for  the 
farmer,  his  wife,  two  fons,  and  a 
daughter:  That  he  was  obliged  firlt 
to  make  the  lads  fpr  all  of  them;  and 
that  it  is  not  true  that  the  feet  of  Chi- 
nefc  women  are  lefs  than  thole  of  Kng- 
lilh  women  •  :  That  thefe  Ihocs  being 
admired,  many  inhabitants  of  the 
I'.cighboiiring  village  defiicd  to  have 
of  them ;  lo  he  was  kept  continu¬ 
ally  at  work,  the  fanner  linding  lea¬ 
ther,  felling  the  Ihoes,  and  allowing 
him  lorne  lhare  of  the  profit,  by  which 
he  got  about  an  ounce  of  filvcr  per 
week,  all  money  l)t*ing  w-eighed  there;

!)y  giving  him  ihcir  daughtet,  when 
a  litrle  older,  for  a  wife,  with  a  piece 
of  land;  and  he  lielievts  they  did  pre-

Ir.KilI  q’Hiitliy  of  alum,  c*  Ibme  fort  of 
lalt  pot  into  ir,  makes  tli^  mei!  f-rtle  to 
the  botiinn,  wiicu  tliey  poor  thf  i,,e 
water:  'J'hat  it  is  eitcn  various  w  iv<, 
by  all  forts  of  people,  w’ilii  niilk,  wiih 
meat,  as  thickening  in  broth,  dec.: 
That  they  uled  al!b  to  pur  a  little  alum 
in  thcli’  river  water,  when  ton!,  to

7'hat  they  have  a  kirt  of  religion,  witb 
prielts  anti  chiirclies,  but  do  not  keep 
Sunday  nor  go  to  church,  being  vciy 
heatbenilh;  rii.nt  in  every  hotife  there 
is  a  little  idol,  to  which  they  give 
thanks,  make  presents,  ami  iliew  rclpeCt 
in  harvell  time,  but  very  little  at  other 
times  :  And  ciuiuiring  of  his  mattery 
Why  he  did  not  go  to  church  to  pray 
as  wc  do  in  Europe?  he  was  anfwcrcd, 
they  paid  the  priells  to  pray  for  them, 
that  they  might  Ikay  at  home  to  mind 
their  buiinef>,  and  that  it  would  be 
a  folly  to  pay  otheis  for  praying,  and 
tlien  go  and  ilo  the  praying  tliem- 
ielves;  and  that  the  more  work  they 
did  w’hile  the  prielts  piayeil,  the  better 
able  they  were  to  pay  tiiem  well  for 
praying  ;  That  they  have  horfes,  but 
not  many  ;  the  breed  Iniall,  but  itrong, 
kept  chiefly  for  w.ir,  and  not  ultd  111 
labour,  nor  to  draw  cai  riages  ;  That 
oxen  are  iifed,  but  the  chief  of  the 
labour  is  done  Iw  men,  not  only  in  the 
fields,  bur  on  tiie  roads  ;  travellers 
being  carried  from  town  to  towui  in 
bamboo  chairs  by  hired  chairmen 
tiifoughoiit  the  country,  and  goorls 
allb,  either  hanging  on  poles  between 
two  and  fometimes  four  men,  or  in 
wheelbarrow?,  they  having  no  coaches, 
cuts,  or  waggons,  and  the  roads  being 
pived  with  tiat  llonc  s.  'llicy  fay,  that 
tlieir  great  Katber  (fo  they  call  the 
F  inpci  or)  fod).i!s  tiie  keeping  of  horfes, 
bfc.aure  be  h.al  rarher  have  ids  country 
filled  w  Itli  inschildien  than  with  brutes, 
ami  oneiiorie  requires  as  mucii  ground 
to  produce  him  foed,  as  won  11  lce<l  fix 
men  ;  yet  fo. nc  great  people  obtain 
1  av  '  to  keep  one  borfe  for  plerdure  : 
'J  hat  me  in.dttr  iiaving  a  farm  left 
to  him  by  a  deceafed  relation  in  a 
diftant  put  of  i!ie  country,  fold  the 
laud  he  iued  on,  ana  went  with  the 
vshilc  family  to  take  polleifion  and 
live  on  <hj  other  :  'I’hat  tney  embarketl 
in  ou.e  ol  me  boats  tliat  carry  fea-fifh 
iuio  the  heart  of  the  tmpiie,  which  are 
kept  frefn  even  in  hot  weather,  bv 
hring  p.icke  I  in  -great  hampers  with 
layers  of  ice  and  itraw,  ami  repackc»I 
every  two  or  th  ee  days,  with  freft)  ice 
t  tken  at  icedioules  on  the  w ay  :  That 
ti)cy  h:ul  l^-.en  ten  ilavs  on  tiielr  voy- 
agt ,  wiicn  tliey  arrived  at  the  new

Alter  evening 
pr.ayers,  when  his  grand-children  were 
luought  to  his  bed-lidr,  he  Ipoke  to 
them  feparatcly,  and  exhorted  them  to

found  deep  in  the  grave  j  ami  w>t  lhall 
meet  again .’* 

“  On  Monday  morning  the  tSth  of 
February',  on  being  alkcd  how  he  ditl, 
he  anfwercd  in  a  faint  voice,  that  he 
bad  no  p>/in,  but  appc*arctl  '  fainting 
away  gradually.  About  eight  o'clock, 
lie  defiled  to  have  three  pamphlets 
which  had  hccn  looked  out  by  Ids  direc¬ 
tions  the  evening  before.

rranlcribed,  and  read  over  to  him,  lie 
fidd,  “  That  is  liglil,  1  have  now 
(lone.** 

“  About  half  an  hour  after  he  dcfii  ed 
that  he  might  he  lemoved  to  a  cot. 
About  ten  iniuutes  after  lie  was  re¬ 
moved  to  it  he  died  j  l>iit  breathed  his 
lad  f<>  catily,  tliat  thole  w-lio  were  fitiincr 
clofc  to  him  did  not  immediately  j  cr- 
ctive  it.  He  hail  put  Ills  hand  to  his 
lace,  wldch  pieveiucd  iliciii  from  ob. 
lerv'mg  it.

•T^o  dnw  general  conclufions  from 
particular  inlhanccs,  appears  to  be 
one  of  the  molt  frequent  caiiles  of 
erroneous  opinions.  A  pnrtuulan  ad 
ViiiverfaU’f  nen  walit  m^unu’n:um,  is  a 
in.txim  which,  tlioiigh  univeifaily  ad¬ 
mitted,  leems  not  to  be  fo  much  atteruf- 
«d  to  as  the  .acknow ltdgeil  vcracifv  of 
it  would  deferve.  ^uch  reafoning, 
always  fallacious,  inulf  evidently  be 
peculiarly  lb,  when  applied  to  the  con¬ 
duit  of  fuch  a  tickle  capricious  .animal 
a<  man.  'Fhc  chcudlf,  if  he  uidtes  two 
bodies  whole  properties  are  known, 
may,  wilh  fome  exaihiefs,  predii'r  the 
tffeci,and  realonahly  expeit  it  to  he  the 
fame  that  took  place  ou  a  former  and 
fiinilar  expcriincnt.  But  it  is  not  lo 
wilh  the  moral  philolopher.  Man, 
tlie  obieit  of  his  1  ei’ea relies,  he  dife overs 
is  governed  by  contingent  circuni- 
Knnees  j  but  this  dircoverv  will  not 
always  lead  him  to  fiirm  julf  ronclu- 
f.ons  on  Ids  actions;  lor  be  will  find 
fhc  fautc  ciicum.l.mcrs  have  diti'^icnt, 
and  eftt  n  «)pp'»l.te  erVcids.  Ik  lides,  it 
is  alnioit  iiupotiiUc  that  the  l.une  alfo- 


elation  of  circumflances  lliall  cxid, 
w  ith  equal  force,  at  diifcrcnt  periods ; 
much  kfs  occafion  the  lame  emotions 
or  palhons  in  diU’erciit  breads .  1  lie 
fyniptonis  of  I'onie  difealcs  vary  ac- 
cot  ding  to  the  pt*cidi;u  iiics  of  the  con- 
llitntiou  they  attack  ;  and  why  may 
not  we  exueit  limilar  variaiicns  in  the 
influence  ot  circumlfaiiccs, according  to 
the  peculiarities  of  miml  ? 

“  Thtit’s  feme  peculiar  in  each  leaf  and 
gram; 

S>:nie  uiimaik’d  fibre,  or  fome  varying 
vein  ; 

Shall  only  luan  be  taken  in  the  grofs  ? 
Cjiant  hut  a>  manv  fort*  of  mind  as  niofs. 
T’liat  each  !r<’m  «<ihtj  differs,  firlf  confefs ; 
Next,  that  he  varies  from  Idmlelf  no  lefs ; 
Add  Natinc's,  (’iiltom’s,  Ktafoi/s,  Baf- 
fum’s  III Ifr, 

And  all  Opinion’s  colours  cad  on  life.’* 

From  w  hat  I  have  faid,  I  do  not  mean 
it  to  he  undet flood,  that  I  condemn, 
as  futile,  all  geiicial  conclufions  oti 
human  nature  ;  hut  I  think,  tfiat  to  fie 
piodu^tivc  of  .any  ;ul  vantage,  they  mult 
a  i  ai lie 
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.aiire  from  the  experience  of  years,  and 
fven  then  prove  loinetiines  ciroaeous. 
Tims  we  know,  from  tlic  experience  of 
.  ages,  fome  of  the  etfeds  of  ambition 
and  love  j  yet  how  often  do  we  perceive 
effc^fs  arife  from  thefe  pafTiuns,  whicli 
not  even  the  prcfcicncc  derived  from 
our  well  elfablifhed  oblervations  could 
lead  us  to  fulpe^. 

But  1  am  faying  more  on  this  rubje6l 
than  is  necelfary  to  my  purpofe,  and  in¬ 
deed,  perhaps,  more  tlnn  modefty  would 
warrant,  as  it  has  already  employed  the 
pens  of  writers  who  potrefled  more  pe¬ 
netration,  and  better  opportunities  of 
ftudying  human  nature.  To  draw, 
then,  my  wandering  oblervations  to  a 
focus,  I  thall  repeat  the  fentiment  they 
have  been  adduced  to  fuppoi  t,  natnely, 
that  it  is  dihiciilt  to  determine  the  true 
canfe  of  human  error,  and  that  general 
conclufions,  drawn  from  particular  in- 
flanccs,  mull  often  prove  fall  kIous. 

To  this  fource  of  error  I  attribute 
an  opinion,  which  has  obtained  .very 
gener.al  fupport,  that  irregularity  of 
condu^f,  irrcfolution,  and  a  dliregard 
for  prudence  and  decorum,  are,  in 
fome  degree,  infeparablc  from  a  genius 
for  poetical  compolition.  This  fenti¬ 
ment  is  thought  by  many  incontro¬ 
vertible  j  and  the  examples  cf  Savage, 
Otway,  and  Burns,  are  produced  as 
indances,  in  which  it  has  had  the 
powerful  fupport  of  experience.  But 
let  us  examine  the  arguments  on  which 
it  is  founded,  and,  I  think,  we  fhaiidif- 
cover  them  not  to  be  the  molt  fatif- 
fa<Sory  or  conclulivc. 

On  viewing  the  characters  of  the 
molt  fublime  matters  of  the  poetic  art, 
we  perceive  a  refined  fenfibility  to  be 
the  molt  diftinguilhing  feature.  That 
this  excels  of  fenfibility  may,  in  fome 
degree,  tend  to  unfit  the  mind  for  the 
exertion  necelTary  to  fucceed  in  ac¬ 
quiring  wealth,  I  fhall  not  attempt, 
altogether,  to  deny }  although  its 
power,  even  in  that  rerpedt,  I  will, 
not  allow  to  be  fo  excenfive  as  fome. 
.But  lam  very  far  from  thinking  the 
many  errors  in  the  lives  of  a  Savage 
ora  Burns  can  be  attributed,  with  any 
truth,  to  that  fource.  The  deviations 
from  propriety  in  the  lives  of  thofc 
great  but  unfortunate  men,  I  am  rather 
of  opinion,  were  occafioned  by  the  bad 
hibits  they  contra^ed  in  the  perilous 
*nd  infe^ious  path  of  life  through 
which  they  were  dellined  to  journey. 
The  earlier  part  of  their  lives  betrayed 
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no  mar  ks  of  irrcfolution :  on  the  con¬ 
trary,  they  both,  but  particularly 
Savage,  difplayed  confiderable  intrepi¬ 
dity  of  character.  How  few  are  there, 
among  thofe  who  are  not  poets,  that 
could  undergo  fuch  fevere  trials  witU 
equal  fortitude  ?  Place  a  mathematician 
in  the  fame  fituationj  let  him  be  cdu- 
cited  under  fimilar  difadvantages }  let 
him  enter  the  world  unadmonilhed, 
unwarned  of  the  dangers  which  fur« 
round  him ;  let  him  be  ex  poled  to 
fimilar  temptations  i  and,  there  are 
Itroug  realons  to  believe,  he  would 
not  behave  with  much  mere  pro¬ 
priety.  In  fhort,  we  may  attribute, 
with  fume  plaufibliity,  the  indolence 
of  Shenitone  and  Gray  to  this  refined 
fenllbiliry,  which  might  incapacitate 
them  for  bufinefs ;  and  even  their  cafes 
I  am  tempted  to  coniider  lingular  }  but 
a  total  neglcCt  of  economy  or  common 
prudence,  I  think  an  error  for  which 
we  mult  look  to  other  caul'es. 

But  fuppofe  we  fail  in  difeovering 
another  lource  for  this  imprudence* 
Itill  I  fee  many  arguments  againlt  be¬ 
lieving  it  connected  with  any  of  thofe 
linguhrities  of  mind  whichare  fuppofed 
the  molt  cunibnant  to  a  genius  for  poe¬ 
try,  or  which  form  what  has  been  called 
the  temperament  of  genius.  If  every 
perfon  whofe  life  dilpiayed  deviations 
from  propriety  were  poets  j  or  if  the 
reverie  were  true,  and  every  poet 
guilty  of  imprudence  ;  we  then  might 
reafonably  fufpeCt  fome  connexion  be. 
tween  the  two:  but,  on  the  contrary, 
we  find  both  thefe  luppofitions  un¬ 
founded.  As  we  lee  from  every  day’s 
experience,  that  the  majority  of  the  im¬ 
prudent  are  men  of  weak  minds,  it 
cuulequently  requires  but  a  little  recol- 
leClion  to  contradict  the  firit  hypothe- 
fis)  and  we  have  only  to  extend  our 
recollection  a  little  farther,  to  be  as 
fully  fatisfied  as  to  the  fallacy  of  the 
fecond.  Can  any  one  lay  economy 
and  itrict  regularity  of  conduct  are 
inconfiltent  with  poetical  genius,  when 
there  are  tlie  examples  of  a  Shakfpeare, 
a  Milton,  a  Dryden,  and  a  Pope,  to 
contradi^  the  alfertion  ?  Indeed,  tiiere 
are  among  all  our  firlt-rite  poets  but 
two  or  t^uce  who  can  be  faid,  in  the 
lead,  to  fupport  fuch  an  idea  $  and  it 
would  not  be  diHiciiU  to  prove,  their 
errors  proceeded  from  accidental  cir- 
cumliances,  or  other  defeCts,  which,  it 
is  too  well  known,  are  not  confined  to 
any  particular  clafs  of  mankind. 

There 
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Thctearc  not  wantinc^  inllances  of 
poets  uho  !uve  even  (iilj)l.iye<i  talents 
tor  an  acHve  life,  and  wl.o  have  ac- 
rjuiit:!  wealtli  and  in'>noufs  by  their 
iiuiullrv  and  econoniy;  tliofe  two  qua¬ 
lities  which  are  conridcred  Id  a<lvt‘ile 
to  roeirv.  '  I  i  the  reip,n  of  t^ueeu 
Anne,  was  not  much  of  the  puldic 
bulintfs  tianfacted  by  poets  ?  Was 
Prior  confidtred  an  inadtive  negoei- 
ator  *  And,  to  go  to  c  irlier  periods, 
V/as  bnenfer  incapable  of  bulinefs  ? 

I  l:now  Addilon  may  be  produced  as 
an  example  to  the  caiuraiyj  but  al¬ 
though  he  was  unfit  for  puMic  cmploy- 
nieui,  no  one  ever  accufed  h.iin  of  not 
beiiuy  an  economilf.  To  conclude  thefe 

w  ^ 

exami'les,  \V\.s  not  the  inodelt  and  in- 
gtnious  Dodlley  both  a  gooil  poet  and 
adtive  bookit  ll;:r  ?  In  men*^inning  him 
bill,  Omie  may  luppofe  me  guilty  of  an 
anti-climax  ;  l>ut,  though  lowelt  in  the 
viilpar  Icale  of  rank,  he  wa;  equal  to 
any  in  worth  j  and  his  example  is  the 
molt  applicable  to  lupport  my  argu¬ 
ment. 

As  to  the  poverty  of  tlie  poetF,  v.  hich 
fomc  niay  tliink  a  prcfninprivc  proof  of 
tlieir  imprudence,  in  a  great  inealiirt, 
it  Is  a  riction  of  ihcir  ow  n  ;  for  pioha- 
bly  as  many  of  tlieiii  acquire  wealth  as 
of  any  other  cbls  of  literary  men  j  or 
if  there  is  leaily  fome  ditiercnce,  it 
ni.y  arllc  from  the  public  tr.lfe  ic- 
Ipedling  poLti  v  being  ?nore  cam  ii  ious. 
.Men  of  letters,  whellur  they  be  veilt- 
inen  or  prole  men,  are  vei%’  Itidom 
qualiilcd  for  cbtainir.g  wenltiu  'They 
have  m  t  lu.iicicnt  impudence  to  torre 
I l.emlc .V « s  forward  in  the  more  puliiic 
paths  of  ambition  and  rlclus  j  and  yet, 

»  onfv.  lou '  of  lunerior  talents  .uui  know¬ 
ledge,  t!uy  will  not  cringe  to  tluOe 
who,  tin  I’.gli  really  interiors,  havj  It 
in  their  power  to  luoply  that  cleti- 
tier.cyof  impudence  by  ilKir  patron- 
.lye.  'J  ims,  if  they  are  net  Id  fortu¬ 
nate  as  to  poffefs  a  knowledge  of  loirc 
profeihon,  by  which,  with  iiuluitry, 
they  may  proem e  a  liiblitlcncc,  they 
aie  tuinrellcd  to  have  recouilo  to 
the  proiludtions  of  tluir  genius;  aitd. 
an  income  thus  deii\ed,  it  is  well 
known,  is  of  a  very  prtcaiious  nature. 
Their  conipanions  are  clioftu  from 
Rinong  tlic  Will  educated  and  more 
ierpc4^tab!c  p.ii  t  of  lociely  ;  and  thus 
Ihcv  arc  olten  Icil  into  lupeiHuoiis 
expenfts,  which  they  have  no  way 
to  avoid,  but  bv  relinquiihing  the 
picaluic  cJ  .tilde ialing  with  their  equals. 


This  hlf  circnmlJance  irmil  opo’-v? 
more  powerfully  on  the  poet,  whole 
company  has  the  moll  charms,  is  moll 
courted,  ami  whofe  valuable  and  en¬ 
dearing  talents  »mocni  e  him  admittance 
into  the  molt  Ipleiulid  circles  of  talfe. 

It  mull  I'c  ai!v)wcd,  imprudencr  is 
not  iocornpatible  with  poetic”’!  genius; 
t)ur  becaule  one  or  two  poets  have,hy 
their  behaviou!-,  iorced  us  to  acknow. 
led.ge  this,  it  i’  eeitainly  wrong  to  ex, 
tend  the  oblciv  ition  to  the  whole,  or, 
which  is  much  the  lame,  Juppole  im¬ 
prudence  connected  with  the  poetical 
character.  Medicine,  tiiltory,  painting, 
mrohematics,  in  fhort  tvc'’y  air  or 
Icience,  Ins  imprudent  charat^fen 
among  its  volaiies;  and  aiguing  iu 
this  fade  way,  impi  inlenco  mult  be 
coniHCted  with  a  genius  tor  every  art 
or  icicnce.  Nothing  can  be  more  ab- 
Im  d. 

W’ere  I  to  form  any  general  oblerv:.' 
tion  from  confileiing  the  livist.fthe 
p<^ets,  it  rt'.ould  be,  that  t!ie  in.aj'nity 
wne  mem.  id  a  nitb!  dilpoiuiom.  This 
remaik  is  not  lormcd  on  .i  lew  in- 
!‘'•llces,  but  tiom  confulering  thcc’ci- 
i  i  titcs  of  tlie  wliole,  of  \\  liam-ver  rig¬ 
or  whatever  Cwuntrv.  bailings  they 
undoubtedly  aie  i;v>t  entirely  exeingt 
from,  any  more  than  their  fe!iow-men  ; 
but  impartiality  mull  derlme,  ll:.at 
“  even  their  failings  lean  on  viitue'.s 
fide,”  and  th.ic  there  a'c  fewei-  devia¬ 
tions  fioin  moral  le'.titudc  o'olervabl-j 
in  tlu  ir  livts  than  in  iliolc  of  any  ctiurr 
clals  of  3"cn  wh.aievcr.

molt  powerti.l  ar/mt  m  uaMire,  and 
which  could  I'urmih  I'j  nuriy  objccds  of 
comparilbn  to  p*>*irv,  fo  many  t)rctty 
emblems  to  iove,  and  lb  mmy  brilliant 
devices  lo  valour.  Ttie  ancients  be¬ 
lieved  this  proneny  ot  the  Sda  i.amler, 
whiling  tliat  its  origin  might  lie  as  lur- 
prifiiig  as  its  power;  and  being  dtlir- 
ous  of  realiiing  tlm  ingenious  hv!riions 
ut  the  poets,  tliey  liave  pietcnded  th.r.t 
it  owes  its  exillence  to  ihe  purelt  of 
dements,  wliicb  cintiot  c*>nlm:ie  it, 
and  they  have  called  it  the  «laiighter  ot 
file*,  giving  it  however  a  body  of  icc.

It  was  very  ntcel- 
laiy  that  philolopheis  ami  nituialiiti 
Ihould  take  tlic  trouble  lo  prove,  by 
tads,  wliat  rcafon  aloiie  iniglu  liave 
ilemoiiltrated ;  and  it  was  nor  till  after 
the  light  of  feitnee  was  dlifiiled  abroul, 
that  the  world  gave  over  believing  in 
this  wonderful  property  of  the  lalamaii- 
dcr. 

Tills  lizard,  which  is  found  in  fo 
i.iany  countiies  of  the  ancient  world, 
and  even  in  very  high  iailtiules,  h  ;s 
been,  however,  very  little  notlce  l.be- 
ciule  it  is  llldvim  iccii  out  ot  i's  lioh-, 
and  becaiilt  fora  limg  time  it  luii  in- 
fpired  much  terror.  ICven  Aiiltofie 
breaks  of  it  as  of  an  animal  w  ith  wihcli 
he  was  fcarcciy  ac(|uainted. 

It  is  caty  to  dilliiiguifh  this  lizard 
t’om  all  others,  bv  the  p'lrli  ulir  ern- 
iorinatioii  of  i's  lore  leer,  >\!i;c!i  have 
only  tour  ti-es,  wiiiie  thofe  licl'.ind  have 
t;ve.

I’preads  Itfelf  in  fuch  a  manner  as  to 
lorin  a  trar.fparent  coat  ot  varniOi  almve 
tlie  fitiii  of  this  oviparous  (paadruped,

'Idle  eyes  ot  tlic  falamard.cr  are  place  1 
in  i!ie  upper  part  of  the  hfa<f,  widdi  is 
n  little  llatted  ;  llieir  oibit  p’^ojects  into 
the  interior  pait  of  the  pahir,  and  n 
th.ere  almoit  lurrounded  by  a  row  of 
very  fmall  teeth,  like  thole  in  thej'A' 
bontsf:  tlicfe  teeth  eltaolifh  a  ocar 
icliilon  between  lizards  and  tithe*;

The  colour  of  this  lizard  Is  very  d'fk  ^

from  its  fcc’et  afylnm,  as  If  by  a  kind 
of  iiec^lhry,  to  bathe  Itfcif,  an.!  toim- 
bibcan  element  to  Ah.ich  ir  i:.  analogous. 
Ferhaps  it  finds  then  vv  ith  gre  itmt  fa- 
cility  thole  inlK^s  on  which  it  tec  !<.  It 
lives  upon  riles,  berties,  fnaii',  and 
earth  worms;  wlicn  it  rtpolcs,  it  rolls 
up  its  bodv  in  fevcial  foKds  like  ler- 
pents.

If  beat,  it  begins  to 
laife  its  tail  j  iiftei  waials  it  becomes 
niutionlers,  as.  if  itunnoil  by  a  kirn!  of 
paralytic  Itrokc,  for  we  mult  not,  with 
ibjue  naiuialiits,  aleribe  to  an  animal 
la  tlcvoid  ofinltincl,  To  much  ait  and 
cunning  as  to  counterfeit  death.  In 
Ihort,  it  is  dilhcult  to  kill  it  j  but  when 
dipped  in  vinegar,  or  furroiinded  with 
fait  reduced  to  powder,  it  expires  in 
convuHlons,  as  Is  the  cafe  with  fcveral 
oilier  iiz.ards  and  worms. 

It  fcenis  one  cannot  allow  a  being  a 
clilir.erical  quality,  without  refuling  it 
at  tlie  lame  tinie  a  real  property.  'I'he 
cold  filamindcr  has  been  confnJercd  as 
an  animal  endued  with  the  miraculous 
power  of  refilting  and  even  of  extin- 
giiitliing  lire,  but  at  the  fame  time  it  has 
been,  dcbafctl  as  nuich  as  elevated  by 
tbi.s  fingnlar  property.  It  has  been 
made  the  moll  fatal  of  animals  j  the  an- 
clnits,  and  even  Pliny,  have  devote  1  It 
to  a  kind  ol  anathema,  by  aflirming  tliat 
its  poifon  is  the  molt  dangerous  of  all. 
Tliey  have  written,  that  infecting  with 
its  poifon  almolt  all  the  vegetables  of 
a  large  country,  it  niiglit  caul'e  the  dc- 
Iti  uction  of  ne.^a.V  nations,  7'he  moderns 
alfo  for  a  long  time  believed  the  fala- 
mander  to  be  very  polfanous  ;  they 
have  faid,  that  its  bite  is  mortal,  likv‘ 
that  of  the  viper;  they  have  fought  out 
and  prerc:ll>ed  remedies  for  it;  but 
they  have  m  length  Ind  recourfe  to  cb. 
fervatlcns,  by  w  hich  tliey  ought  to  have 
begun.  'Lire  famous  Paeon  wilhed 
naturaiKls  would  endeavour  to  afeer- 
tain  the  truth  rel'pe»^ting  the  poifon  oi 
the  falamandei .  Clefner  proved  by  ex¬ 
periments,  that  it  did  not  bite,  what- 
tvei  means  were  uled  to  irritate  it,  and 
Wurfijainiis  (hewed  tliat  it  might  kifcly 
be  toucl’.ed,  and  that  one  iniyriit  witiicnt 
danger  drink  the  water  of  thofe  wells 
which  it  inhalilted.  Mr.  dc  Man  per. 
tuis  Itiidied  alio  tlie  nature  of  tin's 
ii/ard.  In  making  lefearches  to  dil- 
cover  W'luit  might  be  its  jiielended  pv)i- 
lon,  he  deinonllrated  exjieriment.iilv, 
that  fire  aited  upon  the  lalamauder  In 
tlie  fame  manner  as  upon  all  oilier  ani¬ 
mals.  He  lemurkeil,  ilial  it  was  fcaretly 
upon  the  lire,  when  it  appearcvi  to  bj 
covereil  with  the  drops  of  its  liiiik, 
v-liich,  ruiified  by  the  iilujd 


thnmp.h  all  the  pores  of  its  fkin,  but  iti 
greater  (juantily  frv>m  the  head 
ilugs,  and  that  it  imaiediately  became 
liaid.  it  is  ncedlefs  to  lay,  that  this 
milk  is  not  ruOlclenily  abundant  toex- 
lingullli  even  the  Imallcli  fnc. 

Mr.  dc  Maupcrtiiis,  in  the  courfe  of 
his  experiments,  in  vain  irritated  I’evc- 
ral  fahmandtrs,  none  of  them  ever 
opened  its  month;  he  was  obliged  to 
open  it  l)y  force. 

As  tlie  teeth  of  tliis  lizard  arc  very 
fmall,  it  was  very  ililHciilt  to  rtnd  an 
animal  with  a  Ikin  fuHicieiitly  tine  to  be 
penetrated  by  them:  he  trieil  witliotir. 
fuccefs  to  force  them  into  the  rtcih  of  :i 
chicken  Itiippcd  of  its  feathers;  he  iu 
vain  prclled  tlicm  agalnit  the  flein,  they 
were  difplaccd,  but  they  could  not  cu¬ 
ter.  He,  however,  made  a  filainander 
bite  the  thigh  of  a  ciiicken,  after  he  had 
taken  oif  a  fmall  part  of  the  Ikin.  He 
made  falamaiidtrs  newly  caught,  biic 
alfo  rlie  tongue  and  lips  of  a  dog,  as 
well  as  tlie  tongue  of  a  turkey,  but 
none  ot  thefe  animals  received  tlie  leaft* 
injury.  Mr.  de  Maupertuis afterwards 
made  a  dog  and  a  turkey  fwalbnv  lalj- 
maiulprs  whole,  or  cut  into  pieces,  aud 
yet  neither  ot  t  liem  appeared  to  be  len- 
lible  of  the  lealt  iinciifinels. 

Mr.  J.aurenti  fincemade  experimi^nts 
with  the  fame  view  ;  he  forced  gif  y 
lizards  to  1  wallow  the  tnilk  proceeding 
fVom  the  lalannnder,  and  tiiey  died  very 
fill!  lenly.  The  milk,  ihcrefcie,  of  the 
lal, inlander  taken  internally  may  hurt, 
.and  even  be  fatal  to  certain  aniupl:, 
flpecially  tliolb  wifu  h  .ue  lirr.ll,  bin  i: 
(!oes  noi  appear  lo  be  huitfui  to 
animal

It'  “  honour  is 
the  (acretl  tie  ot  Kings,"  how  much 
more  onidit  common  lionelty  to  be  an 
eternal  obligation  on  the  rulers  of  na¬ 
tions  ?  “  It  is  a  trifle  to  a  rich  man, 
when  he  clninges  his  gold,  to  find  that 
the  filver  coin  at  Hambmg  is  not 
current  ar  Jitemcn,  and  that  he  mult 
lufter  fome  lols;  but  Ihould  he  igno¬ 
rantly  oiovide  liimlelf,  for  tiie  next 
I  Itage  of  his  ionrney,  with  the  bale 
coinage  of  Oab^iibarg,  the  lofs  is 
greatly  and  lhamcdully  incrcaled. 
Through  all  the  petty  Itates  of  Ger¬ 
many  tins  inconvenience  is  repeated  ; 
till  it  becomes  almnit  tormenting  even 
to  the  affluent.  'J'heir  vexation  is  of 
little  moment ;  but  not  fo  is  the  dlllrcls 
of  t'ae  poor  man,  and  tlierefore  his  rage 
becomes  ungv)vernable,  when  he  finds 
himfelf  rep.catedly  robbed,  and  the 
penny  lliat  was  to  have  bought  liim 
bread  refilled.  Wdintmull  be  the  feel¬ 
ings  of  the  hearts  of  Princes  wliole 
revenues  are  formed,  in  paif,  from 
fiich  exactions,  when  they  order  men 
ti>  he  hinged,  whole  wants,  or  even 
whole  vices,  have  made  tficm  i;niiry  of 
petty  thefts’,  w'liile  they  themlelvcs 
thus  rob  not  only  their  own  lubje^ts, 
but  travellers,  tlir  iidiai)itants  of  other 
countriis,  who  ought  to  be  exempted 
from  tiifir  intei  n.d  finance  regulation?. 

On  entering  Holland  by  the  province 
of  Gioningen,  our  Author’s  animad- 
veilions  rile  above  the  common  level  j 
and  thole  wdio  have  leen  the  country, 
or  know  atiy  tiling ♦)f  the  perlbiial  chn- 
ravl'fer  of  the  Dmcliman,  his  maltcrly 
delineation  of  botli  arc  incomparable. 
Tins  Ifiiking  picture,  at  full  iengtli, 
will  be  found  in  Chapter  IX.  of  the 
firfl  Volume.  'The  firlt  outline  will 
convey  to  the  fenfible  reader  a  clear 
idea  of  the  whole. — “  Tlie  Dutcliman, 
living  in  continual  danger  of  inunda¬ 
tion,  and  of  loling  not  only  the  fruits 
ef  his  ill  lultry,  l)ut  ids  life,  becomes 
liabirnaliy  provident,  ilis  forclight  is 
admiratile,  his  perfeverance  not  to  be 
coii{]uered,  and  his  labours,  uulcls  fecn, 
hardly  to  be  believed." 

Arrived  at  the  city  of  iimllerdam, 


we  And  little  more  than  common-place 
oblervations  on  that  formerly  great 
mart  of  commerce,  its  famous 
Houj'^f  and  on  the  manners  of  the  pco 
pie,  except  the  following  anecdote 
“  A  Irieiul  in  Hamburg  liad  reijuefleil 
me  to  deliver  a  letter  to  a  merchant  in 
Amllcrdam.  We  entered  into  lome 
convei  lation  ;  and  I  made  inch  in¬ 
quiries  as  what  I  law  fuggeltcd.  The 
city  was  populous  j  yet  it  had  not  that 
air  of  lerious  ailivity  which  is  common 
to  all  great  mercantile  places.  I  alked 
t!ie  reaion  \  and  this  Icil  to  a  mournful 
narrative  of  the  prefent  Itate  of  travle, 
tiie  innumerable  depredations  commit- 
tjed  by  the  conquerors  of  Holland,  ami 
the  individual  ruin  and  general  bad 
tlfccds  with  whicli  they  were  atteiuled. 
I  know  nut  how  far  political  prejudice 
or  private  iolfes  might  influence  tlie 
nai  rator  j  yet  he  fpoke  like  a  true 
frietul  of  freedom,  appeared  to  pollefi 
excellent  piinciplcs,  and,  as  far  as  1 
could  judge,  was  only  the  enemy  of 
tfiofe  who,  under  the  mafk  of  freedom, 
liad  been  guilty  of  the  moll  odious 
lapine  ami  derpotilm." 

Tfie  tranlitory  ramble  through  Rot¬ 
terdam  atFvuds  nothing  new  j  but  a  vi- 
fit  to  the  li  igue  gives  occafion  to  poli¬ 
tical  rem  iika  of  no  linall  importance. 
“  The  French  Minilter  v\as  at  the 
Hague:  a  liiend  had  written  to  him 
in  my  behalf ;  and  I  luppofed  he  would 
rcailily  empower  me  to  proceed  to 
Paris.  Tiler  e  never  was  a  period  in 
civilized  hiitory,  in  which  the  aflairs 
ot  men,  and  the  focial  relations  be¬ 
tween  people  and  people,  were  fo 
impeded,  injured,  and  oppitlfed,  as 
eluting  th^  revolutionary  war.  Sul- 
piclon  never  befoie  bore  fb  odious, 

I  Ihould  fiiy  liiJ  oui.  an  afpei;}.  ilad 
the  Old  Man  of  tlie  Mountain  difpcrled 
his  aflallins  through  every  region,  an,! 
into  the  bofoni  of  rveiy  family,  millnilt 
could  not  have  been  more  trembling 
nor  alarm  more  dcfpotic.  I  applieil  to 
the  French  Minilter  for  a  pail  port,  as 
an  Knglifliman.  Subterfuge,  in  my 
opinion,  is  as  dangerous  as  it  is  mean. 
Heanfwered,  tiiat  his  ordeis  vvere  ab- 
folute;  as  an  Fnglifliman,  my  entrance 
on  the  Freiieli  tf^rritory  was  pio'ai- 
bited*.  I  pleaded  the  peacelul  nature

Nothing  c.iii  be  mote  con¬ 
temptible  th.aii  tlie  defeription  ot  the 
apartments  in  which (.Vw/r.'/i’,  tiie 
Central  Sch<*ol,  is  eliabiithcd.  wiiiili 
tlie  guide  lioaitcd  to  our  travetiers  v\as 
one  of  the  m'lnv  curioliries  t('  be  tecii.

We  arc  more  agrecahiy  cntert.alned 
the  nearer  we  come  to  J’.iris ;  and  to  do 
jiifticc,  we  ought  not  to  omit  tome  of 
the  obfervatioiis  of  our  Autlior  in 
favo«ir  of  the  new  order  of  things  in 
France.  It  ajipears  th.it  lie  had  been 
twice  in  that  country  before  the  Revo¬ 
lution  i  and  he  mentions  “  two  ihlncs

Ir  liic  large  and  Ipread- 
iiig  pilin' e  \)1  povray,  1  may  lay  of 
v.rcf*  lu'dne'.s,  be  not  exceedingly  lii- 
iiilnillicd,  I  am  exceedingly  deceived. 
I'he  lalt  tlay  of  our  journey  was  Sun¬ 
day  »  vve  law  too  many  of  the  peo¬ 
ple,  hot  It  old  and  voting,  clcaniy  in 
their  (Ircfs,  and  with  latislaClion  in 
their  fn  vs,  for  iliei'e  llgiu  of  eafe  aiul 
belter  ilays  to  lie  miit  iken.  'Die 
tlie  poverty,  the  haraireil  looks,  tlie 
livid  tints,  the  pidu  es  of  mitery,  1 
had  formerly  leeii,  cannot  be  forgot- 
ten.

of  Paris,  fill  him  with  awe  as  he  .ip- 
proaches  the  city.

two  holfile  countries,  (hipping  could 
fcarcely  be  found  fufficient  to  convey 
ihc  curious  inhabitants  of  tiiis  Illand  to 
the  Gallic  (bores.  Gur  countrymen 
and  women  wifhed  to  (ee  liow  the  land 
looked  ;  whether  the  ground  of  Paris 
was  not  (fill  tinged  with  blood.  They 
\vi(bed  to  behold  the  place  where  cruelty 
and  terror  had  long  leigned  triumph¬ 
ant,  where  crimes  had  been  perpetrat¬ 
ed,  and  expiated  in  lapi  I  fucceliion,  as 
one  race  of  barbarians  (ncceedeil  an- 
orher  ;  from  the  lame  motives  that  a 
liiend  will  point  to  iiis  companion,  or 
a  lather  to  his  Ton,  the  (pot  wltereon  a 
murder  or  robbery  had  been  commit¬ 
ted,  or  a  criminal  executed  :  in  fiif, 
they  wiflied  to  perform  a  pilgrimage  to 
tl»e  feene,  or  rather  theatre,  of  enormi¬ 
ties,  the  recital  of  which  had  fretjuently 
excited  tin  ir  indignant  and  lender 
palhons;  and  probably,  although  tlieir 
t  uriohty  was,  in  fome  latter  indancts, 
too  infatiatp,  its  motives  -might,  in 
others.be  laudable.  Kut,  ylancinj^at 
ffi»  middle  of  the  leventcenth  centiir  v, 
wctlo  not  lecollect  that,  cithei-  lUning 
or  fubfcijlient  to  our  dllgraceiul  intei- 
legnum,  the  Ftencli  exhibited,  in  any 
great  degree,  fyinptoiiis  of  ilic  I'amc 
propenf ty. 

I'he  very  (cw  Ci.iUic  travelleis  that 
did,  at  thole  periods,  arrive,  were  tei-- 
t.nniy  impelled  to  leave  their  native 
land,  and  attraCdeil  liillicr  by  motives 
very  diti’eient.  I'liey  appear  to  have 
had  little  defire  to  (ce  how  the  churches 
looked  after  their  profanation  ;  and 
whether  an  earihqu-kc  had  not  (wal¬ 
lowed  the  palace  of  the  ubirper,  in 
confeqnencc  of  the  faci  llegii)us  feene 
tl'.at  had  palled  helore  it.  Nor  do  they 
leem  to  Inve  been  eager  to  detail  the 
liate  of  the  capital,  even  vilu  n  lloi  Id 
delcii prion  was  cricontaged  in  their 
own  country,  and,  in  this  the  reign  of 
luxury  and  rcjintmcnl  hid  I'uccecdcd 
to  that  of  vidgariiy  ami  hypocritv. 
ludecJ,  tiie  Uti  thing  they  tiiougiu  of^ 


wKhed,  or  w«u1d  have  fiiflftred,  would 
liave  been  the  publication  of  their 
ohfer'vritions  or  trafifa^iions. 

Fhis  kind  of  Icrutinizing  infptffion, 
with  a  view  to  the  imlrovcmcnt  of  their 
compatriots,  (eems  not,  in  thofe  times, 
to  have  been  an  object  witli  the  French  j 
they  appear  to  have  left  us  to  the  en¬ 
joyment  of  that  u formation  which  the 
fwords  and  prayers  of  the  comm  union 
of  faints  was  (iippolcd  to  liave  pro¬ 
duced,  and,  as  has  been  obl’ervtd, 
(carcely  paid  ws  a  viht  of  congratiu 
latioii  when  wc  returned  to  ryvh/y  ami 
our  ftnji's. 

Ot  a  dilfe»'ent  ch,ara6fer,  in  this  age, 
have  been  the  Englifh.  A  trip  to 
Paris,  and  a  voliiine  or  two  recording 
tlieir  ohiervations  and  exploits,  has 
been  (o  much  the  falhion,  that  it  is 
lather  dirficult  to  remember  the  titles, 
even  where  tliey  are  jhorttr  t’nan  tiic 
prelenr,  of  thefe  various  pub'icaii.ms. 
One  of  thele  \s-e  have  oblei  vtd  to  have 
been  f^ot  up  in  a  (lile  of  elegance,  aad 
con rei]uent !y  expen le,  whicli  wc  hooc 
will  be  amply  repaiil  tc'  the  Author. 

We  remember,  a  tew  ye'us  lir.ce, 
tint  a  fpecies  of  literature  was  in  l  illimii 
winch  obtained  the  cognomen  ol  hooii 
travels,  and  which,  with  reipect  to 
Ibmt*  of  its  emanations,  tlie  ciirics  l.iul 
(what  will  not  critics  (ay?)  was  a  molt 
.ajipropriate  appellation,  as  tbty  had 
been  ma^ie  at  home.  Nay,  tliey  even 
in(inualed,  lliat  one  of our  greitcd  ti.i- 
vellers  had,  without  Itiiring  out  ol  liis 
eil)ow-chair,  hy  liis  own  fu  e-.ide,  ailmi- 
nidtred  catharrics  to  liall  flic  Piincc'ct 
Af'ica,  which  opeiating  upon  tlicir 
}>tccant  luimoiirs,  put  tliem  info  lo 
placid  a  frame,  that  tliev  alidteil  him  in 
iclearches,  which  entlcd  in  a  difeovery 
o(  the  hinrce  <d  the  Nile,  cinother, 
they  inlilfed,  had  made  the  tour  ot 
W.i'l  es  in  the  lame  firuition.  A  third, 
they  taid,  had  vihte<l  johnny  tboit's, 
the  Ilei'ridcs,  and  inoli  of  i !»c  ;incicr*t 
calilts  in  bcorland,  during  tin:  inrti  v.ils 
ot  the  pa^oxyCms  of  the  gout  }  and,  in 
our  (idei  kingdom,  the  gi eater  }>art  ol 
the  literati  weie  ready  to  aver,  and  the 
peoide  adopted  the  i<lea.  that  a  molt 
ingenious  author  had  written  the  loc.il 
and  charac‘‘terlltical  hlilorv  of  Ii eland 
from  I  ohiemplaric»ns  which  nro(e  in  Ins 
cwu  chamber,  in  thofe  /nious  nnim-.nis 
while  (eatod  upon  a  ih  one  (nth  tli.it 
where  Jove  ine<l  to  receive  and  «//.^'tho 
petitions  ot  mortals;  fucli  as  ilnde 
which  feem  I j  have  lakcii  iliong  hold 
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of  the  imaginations  of  Swift  ami  oinol- 
left:  nav,  fo  convinced  were  the  Hi- 
•bernlans  of  tills  divine  origin  of  the 
work,  that  they  had  tlie  portrait  of  the 
faid  author  painted  on  the  vellels  wliich 
containcvl  tlie  various  olFerings  peculiar 
to  the  place  where  they  afhruicd  it  was 
produced,  and  to  which  it  would  re¬ 
turn. 

Far  be  it  from  ns  to  alTert,  that  any 
of  the  numen>us  trips  to  Paris  tiiat 
force  themlelves  upon  our  obfervition 
ZTt  kovfc  trn^ffls :  tor  although  we  c:m 
difcern  a  little  Hmdifli  buckram  and 
Itayt.ipc,  a  little  detiit  to  incieafe  the 
hulk  and  extend  the  Ikirts  ot  fevtral 
works,  and  particularly  this,  it  is  no 
indication  that  they  were ;///?./:» at  home. 
On  the  contrary,  we  conlider  the  gene¬ 
ral  fabiicof  thefe  volumes  to  be  lo  per- 
fei^iy  French,  that  we  do  believe  the 
Autiior  has  lately  vifited  all  thofe 
places  whole  outline  he  Ins  Iketched, 
and  feeu  all  thole  perlons  whole  por¬ 
traits  he  has  delineate  1 ,  ami  iiaving 
reid  them  woh  attention,  we  are  rcaily 
to  declare,  that  wc  liave,  in  tl<e  courle 
of  our  Itudies,  been  occaiionaliy  both 
informed  ami  ainuled.  From  what 
fources  our  inforitiali.m  aiul  atmife- 
meiu  has  arifen,  wc  lhall  piatcecd  to 
detail,  wlien  we  l.ave  Ictticd  one  point 
with  the  laid  Author,  which  Itrongly 
prelfes  uj>on  our  iun;dnatlons. 

Our  Tourilt,  in  his  iiiirodtn^fion, 
ft?tes,  that  the  fall  of  the  Frencii 
Monarclu’,  wliicli  liad  been  e'lablilhed 
on  the  broad  balls  of  a  poireilioii  of 
lout  teen  centuries,  “  is  a  phenonietiou 
of  wliicli  iiillory  ali’ords  no  paialhd.'’ 
WithotJt  contending  wbetber,  lfri»^lly 
fpeaking,  this  be  exactly  correCf,  we 
agree,  “  tint  it  has  produced  a  I’ertcs  of 
events  fo  extraordinary,”  (ami  w  itlial 
fo  tragical,)  as  almolt  to  exceed  be¬ 
lief.” 

Not  w'illiing  to  rake  up  the  alhes  of 
the  ilitfcrenr  dynalties  of  Kings  w  hich, 
Irom  Clovis  to  Capet,  have  governed  tlie 
French  people,  and  reclaimed  fiiem  from 
th-  ir  originally  lavage  date,  till  they 
had  attained,  nay  till  they  had  palled, 
the  acmeoi  refinement  \  we  vvouhl  only 
ohl'erve,  tbst  it  is  impoliible,  and  the 
nrofound  pltllofophicil  and  hiltorical 
knowledge  of  our  Aiithor  will  confirm 
the  afl’ertion,  lor  any  lyltcin  of  morals 
to  exilt,  for  any  compages  of  govern¬ 
ment  t )  hold  together,  for  fourteen 
centuiies,  v\ithout  thev  are  founded 
upon  better  principles  tlian  be  is  in¬ 
clined  to  allow  i  )  the  a.iciciit 


and  executed  by  better  organs  tlian  he 
believes  the  funner  Mon.arclis  to  be. 
In  Ibort,  though  wc  are  the  lait  perfons 
on  e.irtb  that  would  permit  the  a<^ts  of 
Ibmeof  them,  if  to  detail  thoi’e  enormi¬ 
ties  were  necelHry,  to  pals  without  the 
Itrongelt  tokeivs  of  reprobation  j  Itill 
we  nuidobferve,  tlr.t,  warmed  perhaps 
with  his  fubje..d,  our  Author  has  fuf- 
fered  his  credulity  to  be  Itretclted  to  the 
utrnod  extent,  and  has  adopted  cliarges 
again d  thefe  untortuuate  Kings,  per¬ 
haps  only  hecaufe  they  were  Kings, 
and  delated  difgr.rceful  ciicumitances 
in  their  lives  from  the  molt  llender, 
fhillow,  and  futile  of  ail  authorities. 
Wlicthcr  he  introiluced  thefe  fubjciiti 
to  counterbal:in'|e  tlte  vices  and  cruelty 
concomitant  to  the  charaiiters  of  dema¬ 
gogues  ill  all  ages  and  nations,  from 
Draco,  the  republican  at  Athens,  to 
Robefpierre,  tlie  republican  at  Paris,  it 
is  out  of  our  power  to  determine. 

Waving  any  further  oblervations  on 
the  rulers  ot  the  Frcm  Ii  j  p.ufiug  over, 
with  the  laiue  fait\r  frui.i  that  our  Au¬ 
thor  has  palled  ovc;*,  the  virtues  of  the 
excellent  .lud  beneficent  Louis  ti»e 
XV' I  ill,  we  mult  rcm.tfk,  that  .although 
be  Ins  not  veutmanl  a  wofvl  iu  favour 
of  this  u’liibl-  Monarch,  lie  has  luf- 
fered  liis  cretlubiy,  whidi  wc  iiavc  julfc 
celebr.ated,  tv)  l)c  again  oper.ited  upon 
with  rclocct  tv)  his  uiilortun.itc  f^ieeii.

Nei¬ 
ther  Me/era,  Sallv,  St.  Foix,  nor  any  otlitr  vviltci,  have  llafed,  that  the  Iluguetiots 
had  any  diltir.guilhing  marks,  or  tlicii  irligious  cognomen,  wiiiten  on  their  backs  ; 
yet,  in  the  dawn  of  the  nminintr,  in  lite  tonlullon  of  a  battle  upon  llie  water,  l!ir 
Monarch  lits  at  the  witniow,  and  wdtli  the  uimoit  coinp<mne  lues  uni.ti  liicle  uni  n- 
tiinate  people.  Now  how  tlic  King  (at  a  dillance,  by-tlie-bye,  w'.hitii  no  mulket 
Would  reach,)  could  (tlei'l  and  Ppaia'e  the  two  leliginns,  we  mult  coidcfs  tax,*  till 
higicity  as  much  is  liie  whole  ta,  gets  oui  ctcduiity.

accuiate  principles  of  the  arts  of  de¬ 
sign  j  we  have  every  thing  to  fear  from 
the  attra^ions  l!ie  exhibits  to  other 
nations,  (itch  as  arc  likely  not  only  to 
render  Paris  the  (iril  obje- 1  in  tiie  world 
to  their  cuiiolity,  hut  th.e  centre  and 
feat  o(  Icieiue,  and  ultimately  of  nia- 
nu(ac‘‘hnes  and  conmieice.  May  our 
tears  in  thelc  rtlj'cds  never  be  real¬ 
ized  !

“  J'he  morniug,"  (ays  our  Author, 
Letter  X.,  is  inviting,  (upp«de  we 
lal'.c  a  turn  in  tlie  7;././r/Vr,  not  with 
a  view  of  (urveyln?^  tliis  ga.rden,  but 
meielv  to  hnatlie  the  (itfli  air  and  txa- 
111  ine  ilr

Tliis  exoriiuim,  naturillv  enough, 
introiluces  ti  e  hitloi  v  and  dckription 
o(  this  maniion,  both  which  are  well 
known  ;  it  a!(o  'e'c’cs  as  a  prccui  (or  to 
cir  c iiindancc  s  and  tranla'.dions  (b  l  e- 
reiu,  that  il’.ey  are  (till  f  ed  er  in  our 
memories  i  wc  mean,  tliote  oftlie  loth 
ot  Aiiguit  179’.  Tliefe  t  agical  events, 
our  Author  (ay^»  has  luiniduil  many 
an  able  writer  with  t!'e  lubj'Cf  of  an 
ef^i/oJr,  Howtrer,  ntiilu-r  the  view  of 
the  idacp,  nor  tlie  c  i  n  vt  i  fatiem  o\  his 
bivi(s,  thougii  we  latlici  tlunk.  it  was 


Hs ghept  (for  we  may  venture  to  aOert^ 
that,  even  at  the  period  our  Ttavelitr 
alludes  to,  no  living  Helvetian  wliohad 
been  in  tlie  Swifs  guards  at  the  grand 
nnlfacre  daied  to  appear  there,)  (er*.a 
to  have  furnifhed  iiiin  with  ledcctlon?; 
though  we  (iud  the  mairacre  of 
Kai tholomew,  Cdnrlej  the  IXtli,  and 
Catharine  de  Medicis,  wlio  tealted  lie;- 
eyes  on  the  mangled  corftf'esoi  thoulands 
of  bleeding  vlCiitns,  again  m(>(l  awk- 
w’ardly  introduced,  (or  no  purpo(c, 
that  wr  tan  difeover,  but  to  create  an 
antivMtby  to  th.e  French  Moiiarchs, 
which  may  (erve  to  palliate  the  crimes 
ol  their  fuhjc^its. 

In  a  city  w-lierc  alrnoft  every  (treet, 
avenue,  and  public  place,  has,  (from 
iiaving  been  tire  Iccne  ot  the  cxcellcs 
of  the  revolution,  of  the  enormities 
of  tlie  regicides,)  become  impojtaiit, 
it  is  impodlble,  in  the  narrow  limits  of

Jbit  without  making  any  ob- 
(ervatioub  upon  the  (upei  ior  genius  or 
loyalty  the  Fienchm.in,  our  cotinny- 
man  thould  have  confideied,  that  lus 
archetype  did  not  profels  to  give  a 
regular  liillory  o(  Paris,  but  merely  a 
(cr  ies  of  hints  and  notices,  I'uch  as  had 
occurred  to  him  in  a  courle  ot  reading 
and  oblervation,  or  (uch  as  he  had 
gathered  from  tradition.  In  the  cale 
belore  us,  we  (ear  our  ic  idei  s  will  hnu 
tlie  porch  too  large  tor  the  building; 
the  title y  tor  the  fortune  ot  its  pollellor, 
even  in  the  original  work.  In  this  ah- 
Kract  it  w  ill  appear  the  head  ot  a  Co- 
lodbs  upon  tlie  botly  ot  a  pigmy* 

Our  Author,  in  the  latter  pai  t  otthis 
Letter,  deferibes  the  Place  du  CarrouJ(l\ 
tlie  triumph  ot  the  Convention  over 
Kobelpieirc  and  his  (ateliites  ;  and,  ia 
toiicluiivm,  throws  Henriot  out  ot  the 
w  indow  of  the  Maifun  Commune. 

In  the  eleventh,  we  find  liim  vlfiting 
an  old  French  Lidy,  “  aIio  had  Iccn 
better  days,"  but  who,  late  as  it  was  in 
this,  was  tfill  in  bed.  To  this  houfe 
he  I  etui  ns  at  twelve  o’clock  at  night, 
where  he  enters  into  all  tiie  Ipirit  ot  a 
private  bdl  ;  which  he  proptHy  de- 
(ciibes  and,  with  rclpeft  to  (bme  ot 
the  dances,  (the  Waltzes,)  as  pio^.ciiy 
repi  obates.

WE  concludeil  ovir  laft  obfervations 
with  Ibine  retie(5fions  on  adul¬ 
tery.  With  relpctit  to  this  vice,,  it 
appears,  that  John  of  (Jaunt  imitated 
the  example  of  his  father,  who,  two 
years  before  tlie  death  of  his  C^ieen, 
indulged  an  amorous  inttreourfe  with 
one  of  her  attendants  that  had  been 
of  exquilite  beauty,  named  Alice  Fer¬ 
rers,  who,  it  is  vVcll  known,  in  liis 
decline  of  life,  obtained  the  molt  ablb- 
jutc  nfcendancy  over  him.  It  appears, 
that  he  not  only  endowed  her  with 
lands  belonging  to  his  family,  but  gave 
her  all  tlie  jewels  and  moveables  of  the 
late  (iueen  Pliilippa.  (.)ld  blltorians 
have  mentioned,  as  a  further  proof  of 
this  Monarcirs  regard,  or  rather  imbe¬ 
cility  of  mind,  that  “  in  the  year  1374, 
a  tournament  whicli  was  held  in 
Cheapfide,  (lie  appeared  mounted  on  a 
wliite  palfrey,  as  miltrcis  of  the  folem- 
nitv,  being  diftingnilhed  by  the  appel¬ 
lation  of  ‘  The  Lady  of  the  Sun.’  " 

“  riiis  Lady  was  one  of  the  vi<5fims 
cf  party  rage  relc6ted  by  the  Good  Par- 
liimeiitj"  by  which  it  fccms  as  if  they 
lougbt  to  deferve  the  name  they  bore. 

Tile  fiirtiicr  proceedings  of  thisPar- 
lisincnt;  ficond  death  of  the  Black 
Prince ;  his  military  character ;  and 
rctlfCtions  political  and  moral  ;  are 
includeil  in  tliis  Chapter:  at  the  con- 
tluhon  of  which  Mr.  G.,  to  wliofc 
lihraiily  of  ientiincnt  in  certain  matters 
we,  in  our  lalt,  alluded,  does  not  feem 
inclined  to  t'pare  the  Go'id  Pariiamiat, 
wliom,  by  a  fide-wiiul,  he  gives  us  to 
underltajiri  was  compofed  of  heretic.s 
and  traitors.  Be  it  lb !  We  have  not 
taken  upon  ourl'elves  the  defence  of 
their  char.nifers ;  we  would  only,  as  he 
is  in  a  reflecting  humoiir,  advil'c  hi»ii 
to  redeCt  upon  the  caul'es  and  con fo- 
quences  of  the  mealures  by  them  enaCf . 
ed;  and  then  lay,  Wnetlier  it  was  vvile, 
or  otherwile,  for  other  Parliaments  to 
adopt  their  lyltems,  and  other  Mo- 
narchs  to  make  their  proceedings  the 
bafis  of  Reformation  F 

John  of  Gaunt,  we  find  had  at  this 
period  att.ained  the  very  acme  of  his 
profpeiity  ;  but  whether  owing  to  his 


fault,  or  his  misfortune,  w'C  now  ob- 
ferve  the  tide  of  luccels  turned  againff 
l:ini;  io  that  the  rett  of  titc  days  of 
“  time-honoured  Lancafter”  were  calf 
atnong  troubles,  cndlefs  ambition,  and 
oblfinate aniraofity.  Ofthclethc  Chap¬ 
ter  before  us  prelents  Ibine  inilanics. 
jRichartl,  the  (on  of  the  Black  Prince, 
was  created  Prince  of  Wales,  .and  “a 
few  days  after  John  of  Gaunt  took  his 
departure  from  Boiirdeaux,  Cluucer 
obtained  a  grant  of  contraband  wool 
forfeited  to  the  Crown,  to  the  amount 
of  711.4s.  6d.;  in  prelent  valuation, 
1261I.  IS..  T  his  grant  (licws  how  high 
Cliauccr  (lood  in  the  favour  of  the  King 
of  (Jaltille,  as  it  mult  have  received  the 
loyal  findion  almoft  at  the  inltaut  of 
that  Prince’s  arrival  in  London,  and 
while  all  his  anxieties  arifing  from  his 
conteHs  with  his  ungenerous  enemies 
were  frcih  and  unabated  in  his  nund.” 

Tlie  next  time  that  we  hear  of  Chau¬ 
cer  is  in  the  very  honourable  employ¬ 
ment  of  one  of  the  Commiffioners  to 
negociatc  tlie  marriage  of  Richard, 
Prince  of  Wales,  now  ten  years  oUl, 
with  the  daughter  of  Charles  the  Vtli, 
probably  about  the  fame  age.  The 
names  of  his  colleagues  were.  Sir 
G uic hard  and  Sir  Richard  Stan, 

or  Sturry.  I'lie  Itation  filled  by  the 
Bard  in  this  negocialion  is  next  con- 
jedfured:  he  was  unqueitionably  life 
his  brethren  entruiteil;  but  as  the  bufi- 
iiefs  was  profound fecret^  Mr,  G.  wifely 
and  jiiltly  concludes  wc  cannot  know 
any  thing  about  it. 

'I'lie  death  and  tharaficr  of  Edward 
tile  II Id,  whom  the  Author  leprelents 
as  a  lover  of  learning  and  learned  nun, 
concl lilies  the  Chapter.

Neither  J  ihn  of  Guir.t  nor  Chaucer 
ha  1  anv  thing  ^o  d.o  with  it  ;  and  ’’le 
exception  of  the  foim*''  from  the  fcri- 
tence  cf  cxcommunira' lou  i'*id  at  r’:e 
Abbey  Door  and  ?t  Pa'il'v  Or/?,  frt.n!*. 
much  f.>o  figlit  a  threa'l  to  drag  it  into 
the  fpacc  which  it  no.v  occupies. 

Chaucer’s  poem  of  theBia^'k  hCnigh* 
comes  now  under  confideration.  Fiom 
tlic  literal  fuhjeft  of  this  poem,  for  we 
mutt  wave  the  conjectural,  we  find  a 
true  lover  is  unjultly  afperfed  to  l]is 
iniltrcfs,  wlio  giving  ear  to  his  nccufers, 
'  is  confequentiy  driven  to  dcfpair.  •  We 
•  f>re  led  hence  to  a  confideiation  of  the 
fade  for  .allegory  in  general  ;  this  in- 
troiluccs  a  comparilon  of  the  paTion  ot 
love  and  the  fentiment  of  loyalty, 
wliich  is  followed  by  a  defeription  of 
the  latter,  th.it  lomehow  flides  info  rhe 
youth  and  facred  character  of  Richard 
the  Ildi  and  upon  this  fubje6t  w'c 
really  have  fonir  verv  f.ne  n.vr\un%y 
without  much  information  or  aniufc- 
inent. 

,  The  conclnfion  of  tfeis  poem,  we 
tliii.k  with  Mr.  G.,  is  .adorned  with 
thofe  lively,  fpirited,  and  cheerful 
views  of  nature,  in  which  the  genius 
of  the  Bird  delighted  to  luxuriatr. 

This  is  fucceedtd  by  flu-  de.uh  of 
t!ae  French  Mon.aitb,  Clnrles  the  Vth  ; 
events  concomitant  thereto  j  and  his 
literary  character; —

G.  opens  the  account  of  r’  e  v-ir 
I “5 Vi  with  the  itate  of  foci-ty  in  Eu¬ 
rope,  which  I’cerr.s  to  have  duro-ea  nut 
little  from  the  times  irr.mediateiy  pre¬ 
ceding.  In  this  difquiGtioii,  urrereru. 
meriting  the  evils  arifing  horn  r.he  lat 
Ifate  of  government,  he  proceeus  to 
fhc'w.  In  its  effects,  the  general  irfecu- 
ritv  of  the  people.  “  Kapes,  murdcri, 
pillages,  and  extortion,  were  the 
mori  complaints  which  grew  out  of 
this  fpecies  of  fnciety. 

The  walled  towns,  the  abod.e;  cf 
opulence  and  traffic,  wcie  tne  only 
pi  ices  in  which  my  ihirg  lihe  .a  regu¬ 
lar  police  prevailed.  The  :>r^ii  cour.. 
t  v  was,  too  often,  .a  'cene  ot  rwOor'y 
to  the  traveller,  and  ot  unrr'Ilt’n  t  cp- 
preitlon  to  the  fettled  inha'.v.r.int.” 

An one  in  the  le.a.t  ac;,uiintc'l  with 
the  ni  inner  of  our  Author,  rr  ly  eafuy 
c<»njerhire  th.it  thi?  is  a  prelude  to  the 
wh.olr;  hilfory  of  War  Tv  let’s  infu''. 
reefion  ;  the  gallant  behaviour  of  Rich* 
.a:  d  the  I  Id,  at  the  cop.fe''ence  in  ^sir.itii- 
field;  VV’.a! worth’s  intrepidity ;  ami  t lie 
death  of  the  arch-rebel.  Perhaps,  how¬ 
ever  irrelevant  all  this  (fully  detalicdas 
it  is,)  may  be  in  the  life  or  Ch  u:cer,  we 
(houUl  not  have  made  any  vioiciu  ob- 
i^efion,  had  the  Author  hopped  here  ; 
but  we  do  not  efc.ipe  fo  e.afily  :  cur 
furtPiment^nA  tliat  of  the  rebels  Item  to 
go  liand  in  band.  Wlih  reipect  to  the 
latter,  Mr.  (r.,  after  he  hat  itated  that 
fifteen  hundred  pcribrv.  .ire  'aid  to 
have  perifhed,  lets  about  Icriotnly  to 
inquire  into  thtir  crimc>  and  atro- 
cirie* ;  though  at  the  doll  ot  this  d  !- 
quifilion,  we  mulf  do  him  the  juilice 
to  fav,  h.c  places  in  a  true  light  the 
modern  llite  of  fociety;  vety  accu- 
ra'eb',  from  caufea  Ipecified,  deduce* 
its  etfeilTfs;  -ukI  cays  a  proper  and  well- 
delCMcd  compliment  to  the  prefer.t 
fitiiatlon  of  his  native  land. 

We  h.ive  obirrved,  that  wc  couhl  not 
very  talily  difeern  how  Wat  Tyler’s 
inlurrcftion  could  be  brou^lit  to  b?ar 
upon  the  life  of  Chaucer  ;  hut  as  there 
is  no  letting  bounds  to  ingenuity,  we 
find  they  coadze  in  this  maimer:  It

“  This  was  the  Itate  of  ib-iety  which 
Chaucer yhzv,  aiivi  whicii  could  not  but 
occilion  him  many  profound  reHec- 
t.^ns  i”  which  he,  of  courle,  tr.uiifufci 
into  his  works;  which  works  being 
drawn  into  the  vehicle  in  which  they 
a.f  now  fufpended,  r.ew  reiiec- 

tions;  the  tames  of  thcie  produce  new 
ooiervations ;  th-,:e  carctully 
vf  bcco.me  new  volumes;  and  lo  we 
iB.iv  proceed  jlJ.  infinilum. 

It  is  25  irnpolii’ole  as  unnecelTaiy  to 
follow  the  Author  through  tl»e  eight  or 
nine  fucceeding  pages,  wnich  are  only 
enlivened  by  the  pofition,  tiut  “  tke 
ciufes  which  proviuced  the  excell'es  of 
Wat  Tyler  and  iiis  aifuciates  were  the 
caules  to  which  Cuauccr  owed  his 
being  as  a  Potr^*’ 

That  is,  a  Poet  and  a  Rclael  may  both 
be  produced  by  a  fQil  tux ! 

Though  this  is  allerted,  and  many 
words  w.iited  upon  tiie  I’labject,  jc  ia  by 
no  means  proved.  The  feene  is  ibon 
after  occupied  by  the  King  of  Caltille, 
who,  it  appears,  was  at  Berwick  during 
the  rtbeliio.n,  whence  iie  retired  to 
Edinnu.  gh  ;  while  Ld.mund  of  Langley 
was  lent  to  Sp.iin,  on  what  may  be 
termed  a  ileevdel*  errand. 

We  are  much  better  plcafedwitb  this 
Chapter  than  we  wtie  with  t.ht  lalt,  as 
it  does  no:  Item  to  be  cv/'.w/y  a  traiU- 
cript  from  im  liitcory  of  England, 
though  It  begins  wltn  the  mariLge  of 
kichiul  the  iid,  “  new  htrten  years 
of  age,  with  Ann  of  Bohemia,  fiiier 
to  \VenceUiU5,  Emperor  of  Germany. 
This  Prince's  appeari  to  liave  been 
about  h:s  own  .ige ;  and  the  King, 
whole  lulceptible  temper  icil  him  10 
conceive  rite  molt  violent  attachments, 
appears  to  li.ivc  loveil  lier,  durhig  the 
wtiole  pci  io.i  in  which  the  was  bis  con- 
lort,  with. I  fervour  and  paiHon  that  lias 
Icidom  been  equalled.  Her  temper  was 
chccitul,  liM'  iiiinners  were  piepodclT 
ijig,  an.l  ttic  wliole  of  her  coiKlnCf  was 
lo  blirnelels  and  hu.nine,  as  to  have 
gained  from  cote.'iiporai  les  ar.d  poite- 
Mty  the  anpcii.itlwn  ot  ‘  the  Good 
Ann.’  ” 

“  in  LiiiS  mod  aufpicious  period  of 


the  reign  of  Riclurd  the  IIJ,  Chaucer 
was  one  ot  the  Courtiers  who  came  to 
pay  t.hcir  duty  to  tneir  new  i<]vercign. 
Ann  of  Bohemia,  prompted,  as  we  may 
juppaftt  to  his  merits  and  character, 
compiimencevl  l.is  t.ilenc$,  but  coiide. 
iccndingiy  ccnlurcd  the  topics  upon 
which  he  iu  i  exerclled  them.  The  Ro- 
nuunt  of  the  Rofe  was  evidently  a  fitire 
upon  the  loftcr  fe<  ;  Trodus  and  Cre- 
iide  'was  the  tale  of  a  loyal  lover  and  in- 
conltan:  mittreU :  both  I'cvcre  ag.iinit 
tne  hates.” 

In  coniequence,  it  appears  to  have 
beeti  at  the  I'uggeilio.i  that  he 

produced  bis  “  Legend  of  Gode  Wo¬ 
men  i”  of  wh.ich  the  plan  is  dated,  and 
the  Poet  aitfully  introduced,  for  tne 
purpoh  of  hiving  a:i  apology  made 
tor  the  licence  of  his  pen  by  Alccites, 
wiio  obiervcs,  th.u  the  works  in  which 
he  htd  ito.ne  amiU  were  tranllations, 
but  he  h.»d  many  other  things,  un- 
cxcepttonable  in  iheir  niture;  fucii 
as, 

Manv  a  hyn'n  for  yourc  Holydaies, 
That  hightea  bahdcs,  roedeis,  vere* 
hies.” 

She  then  mentions  the  red  of  his  work^, 
and  in  the  courfe  of  her  argument  in- 
tcrfperles  icums  on  government. 

This  meili  ition  of  Alccites  i'l  fuccefl*- 
fiil  ;  the  (Tad  ct  Love  Inrienders  the 
Poet  int^)  her  hands  ;  and  his  fine  is, 
that  he  lhall  write  a  Lx’genvl 

“  Of  Gjde  Women,  Maidens,  and  eke 
Wives, 

That  vveren  frewe  in  lovinsT  ail  their 
iivts  i” 

.and  in  Cvondulion,  v^hen  he  has  com- 
]dc:oU  the  pratie  cf  the  other  Tmale>, 
that  he  ll.ali  praiie  Alceltes  hcrfelf. 

We  havcquotcil  thus  much  ro  Ihevv, 
tiiat  ilie  addreiiing  a  poem  of  this  na¬ 
ture,  apologetic  in  tlie  firit  inftance, 
and  higijiy  clailical  as  the  iforv  pro-  • 
cceds,  to  lo  young  a  !:i'dy  as  tlie  Quccn, 

:s  a  pruof  cd  th.c  chaltc  and  elegant 
tain  ot  ];er  mi.nd,  whicli  awed  tlie 
Poet  into  a  belief  that  an  apolo'CV  w.u 
ntctiuiy  lor  woiks  vvliidi  had  even 
met  the  e;.  e  of  i^ieen  Piiillppa. 

Whatioevtr  tleiirc  wc  may  liive  to 
proceed,  we  feel  a  rclucfanee  to  p.:!’> 
over  any  of  thole  ro’ichcs  of  genius 
t.ha:  adoi  n  the  bier.irui e  of  the  times, 
which,  upon  rciitctijn,  appear  to  hue 
been  far  more  pjlilhed  than  :s  gene- 
r.diy  iin.iglntvL  .Amonsj  thcie,  tliciC 
I.e;:. ,  t  >  be  iiyincthing  fo  iiivXprciiibly 
O  0  2  poetical 
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poetical  an«i  pretty  in  “  The  Homage 
to  the  Daify,”  that  we  cannot  help 
wifhing  it  had  been  indigei^us  to  this 
tountry. 

•  The  |K>rm  of  The  Flower  and  the 
another  effort  of  an  elegant 
mind,  excurf.vc  fancy,  atul  elevated 
genius,  which  are  obvious,  in  makijig 
Nature  the  parent  of  Allegory.  By  this 
wc  oblcrvc,  that  the  Bard  has  endued 
the  latter  with  a  fublinjity  founded 
upon  the  bafis  of  trutli,  Inch  as  is  not 
very  fiequcntly  difcovcied  in  profane 
writings,  and  which,  w'hile  it  allitts  the 
j)ervading  powers  of  his  imagination, 
gives  to  his  fantattic  and  aerial  forms 
and  vifionary  creation  a  momentary 
lubftantiality. 

This,  it  will  be  remarked,  is  not 
exatdly  the  opinion  of  Mr.  G.  relpecff- 
ing  this  poem.  He  thinks  the  original 
ioincwhat  defeflive  in  perlpicuity,  and 
that  Dryden,  in  his  vcifioii,  lias  Hill 
more  obf'curcd  the  purpolc  of  it.  Dry- 
den  looked  upon  the  poem  vM*h  the  eye 
of  a  poet:  he  caught  the  divine  tnei- 
gy,  tiie  elegant  cuthuliaim  of  the  Au- 
ihor  :  he  knew  that  the  glowing  pro¬ 
geny  of  fancy,  the  fervid  emanations 
of  talents  and  fenfibility,  whether  ex- 
]iil)Itcd  in  a  poem  or  a  piClnre,  whether 
viewed  mentally  or  corporeally,  would 
have  tl:e  greater  cft’c6\  if  (ten  through 
cither  an  imaginaiy  or  real  rnediuni. 
It  was,  tlierclore,  his  caie  to  ililjday 
the  former,  in  which  he  could  blamli<h 
and  harnioiii’/.e  the  luxuriance  o!  his 
own  genius,  and  even  occafionally  le- 
irefs  the  vivid  colouring,  the  glaring 
irilliancy  cf  liis  fancy,  by  bleocling 
tlieir  tints  witli  the  dulcet  pencil  oi 
limpliciry. 

Wc  have,  with  very  inferior  powers, 
conlidered  the  ptjcm  in  this  point  of 
viewj  and  we  are  convinced,  that  if 
.Mr.  G.  lays  down  his  critical,  and 
takes  up  his  poetical  pen  ;  if  he  tlirow 
the  reins  upon  the  necks  of  the  deeds 
that  have  licretofore  almolf  run  aveuy 
with  his  imagination  j  he  will,  in  the 
contemplation  of  new  objects,  in  the 
ilifcovcry  of  new  beauties,  deem  our 
opinion  of  it,  though  comparatively 
cold,  at  lead  edrrert. 

To  return  to  tl.e  DaiTy.  Wc  cannot 
fnbicribe  to  the  t>pinion  of  Mr.  G., 
that  “  it  IS  an  (IveCt  inadequate  to 
excite  the  tranfrorts  of  enthofialm  in  a 
poetic  mind.'*  'i'he  humbler  the  objcCf, 
jf  any  of  this  tials  of  the  pi  oilnCiions  of 
ratine  may  be  laid  to  iu*  humbler  llrin 
the  other,  tlic  iner;;  l.keiy  is  ii  to  call 


forth  the  original  powers  of  the  hnnuit 
inttllcdl.  It  is,  in  our  judgment,  fnu 
gularly  unphilolophical  to  oblcrvc,  that 
a  dower,  whole  greatelt  beauty  is  f.m. 
plicity,  **  adumes  no  ftatc.”  VVlut 
dltc  docs  a  role,  for  in  dance,  alV'iine  ? 
What  ^tTwdoes  it  infpire  In  tiie 
mere  veliicle,  be  it  a  lily  or  role,  be  it 
a  crown  imperial,  (as  Mr.G.  is  fond  of 
inagniticent  objects,) or  a  humble  daily, 
is  immaterial  to  a  man  ot  true  talk. 
Tlie  poet's  eye  glancing  from  heaven 
to  earth,  as  it  can,  as  has  been  ob- 
ferved,  pervade,  io  can  Ins  hand  diaw 
down  and  tianlinit  to  after  ages,  the 
brilliancy  of  the  molt  elevated  objects, 
fb  to  the  Iky  can  it  ex.ilt  the  hum¬ 
bled  1 

Ktfcrring  the  curious  reader  to  the 
remainder  of  this  Chapter  for  a  delini, 
tion  of  the  various  fpecies  of  poetry,  a 
difijuifilion  into  and  dillection  of  wiiich 
feem  to  liave  colt  the  Author  loine 
pains,  w'e  fhall  only  note,  that,  in  the 
conclufion,  we  fnul  Chaucer  appointed 
Comptroller  of  the  Small  Cultoms. 
This  boon,  we  may  luppol’e,  was  con¬ 
ferred  upon  him  at  tlie*  lequelt  of  Ann 
of  Bohemia,  and  to  have  been  the  pledge 
by  which  Ihc  conltitutcd  him  lier  iioct. 

From  poetry  we  proceed  to  politics. 
“  Richard  theild  being  now  a  hnlbaiul, 
and  inllated  in  the  fbcnlties  and  immu¬ 
nities  of  a  man,  it  was  natural  that  he 
fhould  be  eager  to  put  a  dole  to  the  pe¬ 
riod  of  his  pupillage." 

This  palVagc  forms  tlie  firlt  Hep  into 
the  reign  of  this  unfortunate  Monarch. 
One  ot  the  cailicd  ads  of  his  perlonal 
authof  ity  was,  we  find,  the  dilmiiial  th 
Sir  Rlthaid  Scrope  from  his  olficc  ct 
C  hancellor.  His  portrait  aiul  chaiaCltr 
fucceed.  “  He"  (the  King)  “  was 
beautiful  in  his  perfbn,  inagnificent 
in  his  temper,  and  courageous  in  the 
i)cnt  of  his  dilpwtitioiis.  But  he  wa-j 
wayward,  fickle,  and  headltrong." 
Thefe  traits  are  exempllhtd  in  lomc 
indances  j  in  othcib,  Ins  coi.iUgal  adtc- 
tion  and  fiieinlthip  diiplay  him  in  the 
light  of  the  molt  amiable  ot  mankind  j 
the  finall  ?nacuh’y  wliich  the  Author 
thinks  are  tymptoms  of  tiie  iniliccility 
of  his  difpvdiliiin,  lecede  bttore,  amt 
are  obliterated  by,  the  iplendonr  ot  Ins 
virtues  j  and  wc  can  only  J.un.'ut,  in 
his  fall,  the  dnpravity  of  flic  li:nc<;, 
or,  probably,  the  dc*  i.iviiy  of  il’.cliu- 
man  lieart,  wlnn  irs  pofi'dlors  :uc  pl.iwcd 
in  certain  lunations. 

'i  he  victs  of  amiiltic-n  and  le.tertil 
i  ;tvr,  al.'iii  m.ade  iiiu:i\  wli  jui,  ptii.  ipi 
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KiUire  dcfigned  for  fools,  coniuinmate 

Mr.  G.  now  enters  largely  into  the 
characters  of  the  Mlniiiers  of  this  pc- 
jiod,  and  moll  truly  ohfcrves,  tliai  the 
iiihory  of  bad  Mini  iters  who  have 
gained  the  confidence  of  a  young  and 
thouglitlels  Monarch  has  teen  a  thou- 
find  times  related,  and  is  always  the 
lame.  'I'his  is  certain  }  and  we  have 
often  lamented,  that  tlie  infiaining  and 
gratifying  the  patlions  and  ilebauching 
die  mind  of  a  youthful  Prince  (hould 
not  have  fubjeiited  the  criminal  to  the 
lame  puniihment  as  violating  the  per- 
Ion  of  a  Princefs. 

Richard  fell,  as  many  Monarclis  both 
before  and  lince  his  time  have  fallen, 
a  facrifice  to  the  nefarious  arts  of  men 
who,  while  they  futrered  the  great  inie- 
rclls  of  the  public,  the  geneial  good  of 
the  country,  to  be  abandoned,  were 
only  anxious,  by  any  iteps,  liow’ever 
irregular,  to  afeemi  the  heights  of 
power  and  dignity  j  tO  itimulate  the 
Monarch  to  Iquander,  that  they  miglit 
accumulate  ;  and  to  oppole,  impede, 
and  circumvent  each  t>ther,  in  every 
ineafure  from  which  national  beneht, 
and  confequently  popularity,  :uc  likely 
to  he  derived. 

Tlie!e  olifervatioas  were  Ilrongly  ex- 
emplihed  in  the  aniinolity  of  the  mil- 
leaders  of  the  youthful  King  againlt 
his  uncle,  John  of  iTiurit,  who  pro¬ 
bably,  hy  his  experience,  developed 
their  machinations,  and  endeavoured 
to  reclaim  his  nephew  from  the  paths 
ol  honiullefs  and  wanton  profufion 
and  prodigality,  to  thofe  of  order,  de¬ 
corum,  and  loher  magnificence. 

'1  he  next  Chapter,  the  forty-fixth, 
contains,  as  the  anatomllfs  lay,  a  com- 
pa^cs  of  the  molt  dilllmilar  and  hetero¬ 
geneous  artlclts,  metaphorically  tied, 
or  ratlier  really  bound  together  in  the 
|‘Lite  of  Ciiaucer,"  tliat  one  could  have 
imagiixeil  ingenuity  could  have  liig- 
geited,  <n-  iiulultry  have  colieded  j 
perhaps  the  mere  coutents  will  I’atisfy 
tiie  reader;  we  uiViire  l»im  the  perufal 
of  them  has  tnore  than  fatisfied  us  : 
ihefc  we  fh  ill  proceed  to  lay  before  him 
as  per  head- piece.  Impi  imis,  “  Progrels 
of  Wicklifte."  Item,  “  rranflation  of 
iheRihie — (JontrovenV  of  the  red  Pre- 
lente — Policy  of  the  King  of  (':iltlllc  — 
Cf  Courtney,  Arciibifhop  of  C!anter- 
Iniry— W'ickiiffe  expelled  the  llnlver- 
hty— I'cmper  of  the  King  of  Cadille 
dhillrated." 

'I'iicfe  g'.cal  heads  are  fuhHlivitl.'d 


into  many  inferior;  and  of  thefe  the 
members,  brandies,  and  ramifications^ 
embrace  a  variety  of  articles.  VVcarc 
no  enemies  to  thefe  cpilodital  excur* 
fions,  where  they  are  appolitely  and 
juditioully  init:  ted  ;  but  here,  the 
main  fiibjed  of  the  piece,  or  what 
fiiouid  have  been  the  main  i'ubjcdt  of 
the  piece,  remains  dormant,  while  our 
attention  is  direCded  to  matters  that 
neither  have  arifen  from,  nor  leem  to 
bear  the  Icail  upon  it.

What  the  controverfy  concerning 
“  the  Real  Prcfcncc”  evudd  have  to  do 
with  the  life  of  Chant cr,  vve  are  yet  to 
learn  1  However,  we  arc  mucli  obliged 
to  the  Author,  that  in  this  lie  has  let 
us  otf  lb  ealy  :  lie  might,  acconbiu;  to 
his  lyitem,  have  quoted  all  the  folios 
that  have  been  vv.it ten  upon  tlic  lub. 

From  politics  we  return  to  poctrv, 
tindureii  indeed  with  religious  contro 
veriy,  and  therefore  juiUy  deemed  by 
our  iVuthor  (who  wc  think  was  ut  o»u' 
opinion,  that  the  Hard  had  too  mucii 
genius  to  engage  in  a  purluit  wliolt* 
only  liipport  was  diilncls,  .Cting  upon 
ignorance)  as  luppolitioiis. 

“  T!ie  advocates  of  the  do<J^frlnci  of 
Wicklilfe,  it  appeared,  were  anxious  to 
prels  the  venerable  name  o:  Chaucer 
into  their  caule  1  It  (alio)  appeared  no 
very  ftrained  hypotheUd  t*i  Itate  tiu. 
Poet  as  a  I.oHard.  1  iiey”  (our  an- 
celtors)  “  tlieietore  thought  proper  i<> 
give  to  the  public,  as  t'luucer’..,  ler;  r.n 
coinpoiitluus,  in  prole  and  verie,  wn:. 
ten  to  promote  ilie  diieCt  purpoL-s  iu 
eccleliattical  retbrnutlon,  on  the  model 
of  Wicklilfe.  It  was  in  this  way  that 
a  prole  declamation  again  It  the  abule- 
of  the  Church,  entitled  ‘  Jack  Up¬ 
land,’  has  been  attributed  to  him.  In 
the  lame  manner  an  addltliinal  artlch 
became  foiltcd  into  tlie  Cantc  biirv 
d  ales,  called  ‘  The  Plowman's  Tan..' 
F.ven  a  further  comuolillon  iu  a  fimiK. 
manner  w.is  alHgnc'l  to  Chaucer,  t  hi  -d 
*  riie  I’ilgrim’s  Fale,’  wliicli  he***  . 
intern  d  m  il  ks  of  fiavinv:  liLen  written 
kder  liian  ti;c  yeai 
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“  'Ftic  iTient'ionirj;  the  Plow»iian’^ 
Tale,  naturally  leads  to  the  confulei a. 
tion  ot  a  woik  oi  no  Imall  merit,  ct  r- 
t.iinly  the  produflion  of  the  age  of 
Chaucer,  entitled  *  The  Viiions  of 
Fierce  Plowmin.'  ” 

Thefc  are  thus  applauded  by  Spenfer, 
in  his  apvdo^uc  to  the  Shepherd's 
Calender:- 

Dare  not  to  match  thy  pipe  with  Tcly- 
ruf,  his  nyie, 

N  'l  with  the  Pilgrim  lliat  the  Plowman 
plaid  awiit.” 

“  The  Author  of  the  Vifons  of 
Fierce  Plowni.m  is  laid  to  liavt  been 
Kobert  Lang  land,  a  Piled,  (Wood 
lays,  a  Monk,)  boin  at  Mortimer 
C'leobury,  in  the  county  of  Salop,  and 
Fellow  ot  Oriel  College,  Oxford.” 
'J'o  this  information  is  added  an  ac¬ 
count  of  the  poem,  and  loine  ex  trails  ; 
vliich  arc  followed  by  a  critl<]ue,  in 
wliicli  its  popnl.trlty  with  tlie  Lollards 
is  recorded.  “  'I'he  genius  of  the  Au¬ 
thor  wa.s  their  boal^,  Iris  fatire  their 
confol.af  ion  j  with  them  his  work  was  a 
favour  ite  companion  ai^d  i  elaxnt ioit." 

Mr.  (;.,  w  lio  i^  fond  of  liftitig  every 
matter  to  the  bran,  enters  into  a  com- 
}'.iiiloti  itf  J.anglaiul  and  C.iaucer,  who, 
fhottr.li  living  at  the  fame  peiiod,  he 
himents  th.tt  they  were  tinknown  to 
each  othei,  bec.au fe  the  ardour  of  liis 
benevolence  k:ul.-.  him  to  f'uggelf,  tint 
<  haurcr  would  have  takei^  his  rival 
^\)et  by  the  haiul,  “  introiiueed  him 
tv''  the  pal.tces  (5i  tlie  Orcvit,  and  plcntl- 
fnily  innplied  him  with  the  means  of 
improvement.”  Ib'w  Mr.  G.  knows 
this,  for  the  fuff  is  he  politively  ali'cits 
it,  "c  are  at  a  lols  to  cop.je<Mure. 

I'he  coinmettccm.ent  of  the  h'lty- 
e’gh.th  Chapter  is  alio  the  c  omnu  nre- 
Jttent  of  the  rei}-;n  of  the  tinfortiinate 
C'iiailcs  the  VJtl;,  of  Pr.inct,  and  <lill 
pla>s  a  picture  of  the  date  of  ih.at 
i cur. try,  in  which  infurre^tlons  iimilar 
to  I  hole  which  h.ad  in  this  clouded  tlie 
minority  of  Klchard  the  lid  had  ari- 
t-M,  from,  perhaps,  fiml’.ar  meauircs. 
'Plufe  atford  a  field  for  expaliation, 
which  the  Author  Ins  taken  care  to 
«ult'v.'-e.  He  ol'fer'*’^,  that  “  the 
ftatcir.u'n  <;f  Knpi.uui”  (i.ither  cop- 
tiarv  tv'  the  ch.u.icter  »  f  Mngllfn  ifatel- 
ir.cn)  “  were  in'pired  wih  the  diiire 
of  taklp.g  advantage  of  the  anarchy  in 
and  that  the  King  was  not 
tl'lpu.tcd  at  the  lugg-triun.  He  .w 
conimgly,  in  M'\-,  .m.iumnctd  to  Ins 
Ihiiiuu.cut  the  pirn  *>t  a  voyage  icsai 


to  Fiance.”  This  introduefs  the  well, 
known  Ichifin  in  the  Churcli,  when, 
like  Janus,  the  p.apal  power  dilplayed 
two  faces,  one  of  wliich  was  cxliibited 
at  Rome,  tlie  other  at  Avignon.  John 
of  ^Tiunt  at  this  time  propo'td  an 
expedition  to  Spun,  and  the  Hilhop  of 
Norwich  a  crujUJe  to  Handtrs.  Ihe 
former  was  declined  j  while  the  latter 
received  the  lanction  ot  Patliaiuent. 
Having  mentioned  ihefe  things,  the 
ffate  of  Spain  and  KL’inders  Itillow  of 
courfe.  'I'he  nv:)tive6  for  invafion  are 
canvaffed  j  the  characters  of  J.imes  and 
Philip  de  Attevelle  dilplayed  j  and  the 
various  fluctuations  of  the  war  detailed, 
to  the  end  of  the  Chapter.  Here  we 
are  glad  to  find  ourfelves  relieved  from 
tlie  trouble  and  hazard  of  marciiing 
with  our  Author  from  one  pait  ef 
France  and  Fiaiulers  to  another,  by 
a  truce  wdiich  hrings  us  once  more 
to  England,  wlierc,  vis  utter  joy 
comes  grief,”  we  aic  foiry  to  find 
feenes  of  contention  appear,  which, 
as  Mr.  G.  fuggelt.s,  arofe  from  a  cltcp- 
1  lid  confpiracy  againit  the  life  and 
honour  of  the  King  of  Caltille,  who, 
with  his  foil  Heniy  of  Kolingbioke, 
who  now’  in.akes  his  debut ^  had  excitvd 
the  envy  of  the  Courtiers. 

The  confpiracy,  we  ieai  n,  had  Ipreavl 
into  the  Ciiv,  and  its  efleifts  fiiit  ap¬ 
peared  in  the  contention  for  tlie  orlice 
of  Cliief  MagiitratC}  with  which,  hy- 
the-hye,  we  cannot  fee  any  leafo.,  he 
had  to  nitvldle.  I'he  hate  of  tiie  City 
of  London  at  the  time  of  iliis  conten¬ 
tion,  the  leaders  of  wliich  v^ert  Sir 
Nicholas  Jiemher  and  John  ot  Noith- 
ampton,  is  delu  died  j  and  we  had 
Chaucer  involved  in  tlie  bniintia  as  a 
fuppoitcr  of  the  latter,  who  w.iS  tiie 
popular,  thuugli  tlie  unIncceUiul,  can- 
clicl.ate. 

'J'his  unfortunate  contention  is  the 
p.ireiit  of  another,  betwixt  our  Author 
and  .Mr.  'J'vrwhit.  We  liioukl,  per- 
imps,  get  into  a  Icrape  with  him  our- 
fcfves,  if  we  were  t4>  lay  what  we  think 
of  this  matter  \  but  at  the  lame  time  we 
freely  tlcclare,  that  his  knowledge  is  tar 
bevoiul  .any  thing  we  ever  heaiai  or 
lead  of,  for  he  knows  exadly  in  wliac 
light  riic  riot  tiiat  tnli’.ed  appeared  to 
Chaucer,  which,  lie  la\s,  we  may  he 
it'ir.nii  was  not  tlie  latne  in  winch 
it  nupcared  to  .Mr.  'J'yrv' hit  •,  and  fur¬ 
ther  hints,  that  lie  who  would  conlidtr 
the  trail  lad  ions  of  diltaiit  ages  miilt 
be  upon  liis  giiani  aguinit  the  lupctcni- 
ouiiiefs  and  apathy  which  tlie  la.ple  ‘d 
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cfntaries  is  npt  to  procUice.  We  fiiul 
that  the  Bird,  whatioever  he 
have  thoug.ht,  or  howloever  he 
hive  coumiuiiicated  his  ideas  to  NIr. 
G.,  had  hceti  lo  aiVive  in  the  con¬ 
tention,  vilncli  we  tfkr  pjepared  liie 
wav  h)r  tome  of  much  greater  import¬ 
ance!  tint  he  liecit'.ed  it  neceiiary  to 
conlnlt  his  lafcty  by  tiying  to  f'lan- 
dcrs. 

“  After  tlie  alihlr  of  John  of  North¬ 
ampton,”  who  vvis  tried,  and  pnnillicil 
with  confilcation  and  perpetual  impri- 
fonment,  “  Chancer  fpent  leveral  years 
in  advei  liry  and  diitrels  ^  though,  it 
appears,  he  w-as  in  Phigl  uid  nine  months 
after  the  arreit  or  John  of  Northampton, 
and  three  months  lubfequeutiy  to  the 
trial  of  that  ringleader.” 

Chaucei',  it  is  faiil,  palled  fu  h  to 
Hiinault,  of  wiiicli  liis  f;r licr-ln-law 
was  a  natlee,  and  after w.ud  rey)aiitvl 
toZ-.iland,  where  he  aHillcd  (ome  ot 
his  fellows  in  exile*.  It  feems  that  lie 
w.as  not  deprived  of  hisoliice  of  Comp¬ 
troller  of  I  lie  C'i'loms  :  on  tiie  con¬ 
trary,  liew  i;,  Pv  parent,  in  tlie  year 
15S5,  (v^iie.’i  i'.e  was,  it  u  irafonahle  to 
fiippotV,  in  exile,)  permi'U'd  tocxecule 
its  fimetions  liy  ileputy. 

He  iiad,  it  is  Hated,  like  molt  other 
men  who  trult  their  adiirs  toag'  iits, 
from  the  did  refs  in  which  t'^elr  cu  eiejl’. 
nefs  or  treachery  invo!vrd  him,  leai'on 
to  repent  his  confidence  in  them.  From 
this  it  appears  that  his  wife  accompa¬ 
nied  him.  fie  had  at  this  time  two 
Ions ;  Thomas,  of  the  age  of  thirteen, 
and  Lewis,  in  liis  tonrtii  year.  Whe¬ 
ther  both,  or  cither,  were  with  them, 
is  uncertain  :  Mr.  Ct.  is  inclined  to 
think  that  they  took  fheir  youngelt. 

To  follow  the  Author  through  his 
hypothetical  reafoning  upon  thcle  im¬ 
portant  fubjeHs  ;  to  tliridali  the  various 
nia'/,e$  and  iahvrintlis  which  his  per- 
haulcs  and  fuppofes’  hive  created, 
(though  c^rtaiiilv  not  impoilihle,  if  we 
had  as  inucii  paper  and  time  to  fpare  as 
he  Teems  to  have  ind,)  would  have  been 
lifclcfs  ;  for  even  had  we  been  poirrlfeil 
of  thefe  advantages  to  as  great  a  degree, 
had  we  nor  employed  them  upon  ob- 
jciifs  of  greater  certainty,  we  (hould 
have  afforded  little  f atisfathion  to  our- 
fclves,  and,  v\e  fear,  ftlil  Ids  to  our 
readers. 

'Idle  lerle^ions  of  tlie  Bard  upon  the 
fituation  ot  fils  chddren,  which  molt 
likely  never  occuncii,  as  it  is  uncer¬ 
tain  w  herf'.tr  Ins  (  hiidren  were  ever 
III  a  lifautio.'.  to  Pi'oducc  them,  liis 


emharraffments,  “  which  prolMhlv  h.r 
might  have  avoi«ied  if  he  had  applied  to 
Aiberi  Duke  of  Bavaiia,  who  had  inir- 
rieJ  Matilda  of  l.ancatter,  the  filler  ot* 
Biancfie.”  Pioliably  he  might  not*. 
However,  the  Ipirit  of  tlie  I’oct  wouKl 
not  I'uilcr  him  to  nuke  t)ie  cxpeiimcnt. 

In  fine,  he  fYjlriw/y  laflur  than  lan- 
guilh  in  exile  and  bcpgny,  to  returii 
home,  and  lubmit  liis  life,  if  lucdfary, 
to  the  laws  and  luivyi’rj  of  his  own 
couiurv.”  Obu-i  vaiions  upon  Hic 
conditii>ii  of  Ciinicei  j  on  the  efftcfs 
ot  his  pectry  in  tliole  nnrdine'd  ages ; 
on  tlic  uiueltrained,  colilv,  and  cU'^atit 
hiic  of  Uic  that  he  had  ailopted,  con- 
tralfed  with  his  pief  nt  retired  and 
(ielliiute  fituation  j  give  rile  to  ino'C 
ohjh'^jationSt  which  aie  continued  till 
lie  leaves  the  Flemings,  “  a  people  not 
ivis  barbarous  tli.ui  thole  wincli  Dvil 
b.til  ff^nnd  on  the  horilers  of  the  Kuxine 
S“:.,”  ar.ii  returns  to  Kngland  ;  where^ 
nticr  Mr.  G.  h  is  (urgeited,  luppofed, 
and  ii  'p»’d,  tlinnigh  a  page,  lie  was 
taken  into  cultody,  ami,  as 
t'»r,iMiiMed  to  tlie  Tower. 

V’p'ci  liiis  rubje,.''f  our  Author,  whf> 
waver'  f.om  point  to  ptiint  likea  nee¬ 
dle  in  a  c omp  ils-hox,  now  I’eems  atredi 
to  it  orb-,  whefiier  Ci»  nicer  was  in  Kng- 
laud  iaefore  the  yeir  t  when  he  gave 
le.ti*'  o.iV  in  the  clnncli  ot  St.  Mmga- 
ret,  Wedmlnifer,  in  the  remarkiiols 
caule  of  Scroop  and  (iiofvenor  :  this 
produces  an  hvinnhefis  with  refpe^if  to 
liis  leave  of  ahleiKe  and  the  date  of  his 
llitrlit ;  and  the  conclufion  of  thefecon- 
jedurcs  is,  “  that  it  feems  to  follow 
that  lie  was  brought  from  the  'Lower 
to  give  teitimony  in  this  canic  lay  oitlcr 
of  tile  (OUM  milit.arv,  who  it  limit  he 
Juppof  d  to  Inve  ht(  n  furiiilheJ  with 
luiHcient  powers  for  this  purpofe.” 

F;u fridge  linnlelf,  tiiough  the  heH 
of  tlie  peiiod  which  lie  illumi¬ 
nate  J,  wcMiid  not,  w“re  he  living,  have 
patience  to  follow  tlie  Author  in  his 
conjectures  rerpecting  Chaucer's  exile 
and  imprironment.  VV'e  inn:l  leave 
tills  liiveitigation  to  nun  t^oofer  heaJSf 
wno  arc  conferiuentlv  more  alile  dtev- 
plierers  ;  and,  glancing  a  little  towards 
|>oJilics,  ob'erve,  that  ali  th«i  evils  .and 
inconvenitnce  fufitred  by  the  B.md 
feein  to  b  ive  ariltu  out  ot  the  tlfulii. 
t l<,iis  of  tb.e  times.  Perhaps  the  piity, 
who  knew  that  tlieir  arms  were  not 
lony  enough  to  re:  cli  bis  patron,  J<»h;i 
of  Gaunt,  were  glad  to  glut  tluir  im¬ 
potent  malice  by  uiyng  his  Highr,  pro. 
fcript i'  ji,  and  iniprlGnuieni  :  p'rliip., 
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tte  believf^to  bf  the  fa6V,  lie  liad, 
like  his  l)rethrcn  in  all  ages  and  na¬ 
tions,  more  wit  than  titber  judgment 
or  difcrction,  and  h.iil,  from  that  per¬ 
vading  mind  wliirh  enableil  him  to 
look  into  future  tiincs,  flicwn  the  efleff s 
of  pulilic  meafurea  then  only  in  embryo, 
in  a  manner  that  was  then  thought  to 
jr/V./  at  the  authors  of  them  ;  perhaps 
bis  penetration  and  genius  were  his 
greateff  enemies  j  and  tlie  leaders  of 
oppofition,  wift'.in?,  to  remove  a  man 
who  w'as  able  to  fathom  every  depth 
and  iboal  of  their  deli^ns,  were  glad. of 
the  opportiinitv  which  his  attachment 
to  party  atfonlcd  them,  to  obfeure  and 
reprel's  the  luilli.incy  ot  talents,  that, 
like  an  intclle^lhial  mirror,  difplayed  to 
them  hoiii  ly  the  dcloi  mity  of  their  own 
a^iions. 

Thefe  are  all  con ic»n ares;  and,  if 
they  wander  wide  ot  the  m.n  k,  the  only 
t  xcufe  wc  tan  make  is>  th.it  we  have  lo 
attentively  it. ad  and  deeplv  conrulcred 
the  work  of  Mi.  G.,  tlial  we  have 
caught  both  his  manner  and  fenti- 
ineiif;  anilhertbv  warn  him,  tliat  we 
ih.all  certainly  tkulk  btlnnd  his  i^uarto 
fliields  to  guarvl  ns  from  any  attack,  or 
to  repel  .any  cenlnrt  that  our  enemies, 
or  his,  may  prepare  in  tonlequence  ot 
our  ett'orts. 

“  During  the  femes  of  tumult  and 
ronfiifion  which  the  convulfivc  Hate  of 
England  in  the  tenth  and  eleventh 
years  of  Richard  the  lid  engendered, 
Chaucer  remaineil  a  prifoner  in  the 
very  vortex  of  all  the  nnti*ages  that 
were  committing.  It  is  in  tlie  period 
of  adverlity,  more  than  any  other,  that 
a  well  ordered  mind  r  eaps,  to  tlie  full, 
the  prc-'uquired  advantages  of  litera¬ 
ture*,  cultivation,  and  rcflcLition." 

Of  the  conjectural  telle5fions  ami 
fenfations  of  the  Lard  during  his  im- 
prilonment,  it  is  irnnectflaiy  to  pro¬ 
duce  a  fpecimen.  We  lind,  that  as 
Boethius,  in  the  fame  circiimlfances, 
bad  pcnnetl  the  Coniblation  of  Philo- 
fojdiy,  Chancer,  in  a  (file  more  luylli- 
cal  and  obfeure,  really  '■ivrote  **  The 
TcHament  of  Love."  So  fair  an  oppor¬ 
tunity  to  compare,  and  indeed  at  lome 
lengtii  criticife,  thefe  two  works,  was 
uot  tube  ireglet^Icd.  This  our  Author 
ha»  pcrfcinetl  with  his  irlual  fuccefs; 
and  though  it  mult  be  obferved  that  he 
v/rves  tire  laurel  to  the  moll  ancient, yet 
be  analyfcs  the  rcllamcnt  of  Love  in  a 
manner  which  (hews  ih.at,  if  the  m.iny 
frivy  things  folded  up  in  it  arc  not 


underttood,  it  is  not  the  fault  oftl:« 
Editor. 

Allegory,  nt  once  the  glory  and  the 
vice  of  the  vrriters  of  thole  r  emote  pc. 
riods,  feerns  to  us,  in  this  work,  to  be 
ftralned  to  an  extent  that,  in  lonie 
place?,  touches  the  very  verr.e  ot 
ab^l^r(liry.  'I'lie  dialogue  betwixt  the 
prifoner  and  Love  is,  we  tiiink,  an 
iirltance  of  this  connexion  ;  though 
we  would  feparate  that  part  where 
he  firlf  adi'ptcd  the  myllical  lyibni 
of  notions  intended  to  be  fipiiiht.i 
tinder  “  the  worfhip  of  the  Daily;” 
for  however  eccentric  thele  noiiciu 
may  be,  the  idea  of  a  combination  cl 
meiaphyncs  with  natural  pliilofophv 
was,  as  has  before  been  obferved,  as 
eleg.riit  as  novel.  It  has  lince  beeir 
adopted  by  otiier  writeis,  and  rtianv 
fpeclm^ns  of  the  purelt  ethics  have 
been  deduced  from  it. 

About  this  period  we  bail  the  rcftc- 
ration  of  Richard  the  I  Id,  who  fobn 
after  «liliriircii  'I'lionias  of  Wtioillfock 
and  file  Chancellor.  He  took  no  other 
vnrgfanreof  his  enemies,  nay,  he  evni 
I’cmitred  Ibnie  of  their  fines,  aUo  (»t 
the  taxes,  and  publrlhcd  a  general  par* 
don. 

We  do  not  find  that  ('‘hancer,  tiioiuiii 
palioiiifhl  by  tjie  gooil  (^leen  Anne, 
came  (jiiite  lo  honourably  out  ot  con- 
fineinentas  might  hive  been  expected. 
Tire  price  of  his  liberation  is  Hated  to 
be,  the  impeachment  of  his  former 
allbciates.  To  this  he  ultimately  )  leKI- 
cd.  This,  Mr.  CL  very  properly  lay?, 
w-as  the  clrcumllauce  in  the  life  of  tht 
Bard  which  conveys  the  moil  iinfavoui- 
able  idea  of  him  to  modern  times,  and 
lor  wdiich,  though  he  philofophitally 
examines  the  motives,  he  offers  no¬ 
thing  in  extenuation,  but  what,  wi’ 
think,  makes  the  matter  w'oi  fe,  namely, 
that,  timid  by  nature,  lie  had  neisiicr 
Hrcngth  of  mind  nor  philofopliy  liitii- 
cient  to  refill  the  threats  and  importu¬ 
nities  of  adminiltration  :  that  is,  as  wf 
tianllate  tliem,  his  motives  for  thi; 
perfidy  were,  either  fear  to  lole  or  hone 
to  gain  ;  motives  that  exhibit  the  pic¬ 
ture  of  a  mind  weak  or  venal,  Inch  a 
one  as,  we  think,  never  Hinuilatcd 
the  aifions  of  C'haiicer;  of  tlii?,  his 
being  his  own  accufer  is  an  in* 
ftance  ;  f  or  that  man  mu  ft  be  tiie  po!* 
fcHor  of  conlcions  redfitude  th.at  emud. 
Hate  an  accnlation  againll  himfblf  wlo-ii 
he  w’as  no  longer  cenfni  ed,  and  venture 
upon  a  meafare  which  he  knew  niuif 
have  itvived  malignity,  if  he  l.ad  ever 
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>PtfrtaInetl  the  lead  apprehenHon  of  its 
ctfc  :ts. 

J'l)e  fifty*fir'^  Chapter  commences 
vitli  the  prefentation  of  crowns  of  goKl 
to  John  of  Oaiint  am!  )iis  con  lor  t,  on 
their  taking  leave  of  the  King  aiul 
Queen  previous  to  their  departuic  for 
Snain.  The  nirimate  liiccefs  of  this 
expedition  was  his  marrying  his  eUleit 
(inighter,  Philippa  of  Lar.ca.itei',  to  me 
King  of  PortngiL  and  the  tieaty  of 
peace  which  was  effected  lv)on  after  his 
return  to  Aquitainej  by  which,  befnlcs 
marrying  his  other  daughter  10  the 
prince  ofthe  Aulfurias.hc  g  lined  mucli 
more  than  could  have  been  exnected 
from  the  events  of  the  war.  lie  le- 
turned  to  London  after  an  a’ofeiice  ot 
two  years,  with  forty-l'even  iiiuies  ♦ 
loaded  with  chelfs  of  gold,  was  iiaiicd 
with  the  warmeli  congi atulatlons,  and 
loon  alter  createil  l-)iike  of  Aopntaine. 

C'haiicer,  iti  tlie  finnmer  ot  ia>h;, 
wa<;  apnt)inied  to  the  oiHce  of  Clerk 
of  file  Works  at  Windlor,  and  in  1390 
employe  i  in  the  repaii  sot  St.  ( Icorgc’s 
Chapel.  This  einpioyinenl,  thuugli  we 
might  Iiave  i  magi  net!  it  congenial  to 
tlie  temper  and  difpolit’.on  of  the  Laul, 
it  does  not  appear  he  held  above  twenty 
monriis.  XVliether  tlie  oihee  was  taken 
from  liim  and  given  to  foine  more  ulc- 
ful  and  confuminate  i  oiirtler  (or  :ii  chi- 
te^^t)  ;  or  whether,  “  fatiated  with  the 
hurry  and  tin  moils  of  a  public  lile,  be¬ 
ing  now  lixty-thi  ee,  he  detei  mined  to 
fpenil  the  (hort  rem  iinder  of  it  in  the 
midit  of  that  liinpiiclty  and  lolitude 
wiiicli  he  lb  ardently  loved,”  is  uiiecr- 
tiin.  Tradition  repiel’ents  him  as 
palling  lome  of  his  lalt  years  at  his 
hail  It  at  Wooddock  ;  ami  Mr.  CL 
lias  ‘ventured  to  give  us  liis  lentiinents 
Vpmi  this  i'ubjeCf  at  two  ditferent 
prriods  of  his  exiltence,  which,  as  wx 
have  before  hinted,  is  extemiing  the 
heautifs  of  biography  nearly  as  lar  as 
they  can  be  extended.  “  lie,”  Ciiau- 
ctr,  had  more  than  tliirty  years  be¬ 
fore  left  the  place,  with  powers  ot  the 
highelt  promile  ;  he  returned  quallHed 
to  produce — I'he  Cantcibury  Tales.” 
Theic  “  tales  --ivas  the  work  of  years, 
and  n.vas  never  completed  ;  the  number 
iritendetl  leems  to  liave  been  fixty  ; 
but  in  Mr.  Tyrwliit's  editl«)n,  wliolc 
realonings  upon  the  gcnulnenels  of 
tlie  tales  are  cntifled  to  our  commenda¬ 
tion,  there  are  oidy  twenty- toui  : 
there  migtit  have  occurred  allufions 


to  tlie  depofition  of  Richard  the  I  Id 
and  the  accelllon  of  Henry  the  IVili  ; 
ami  this  would  liave  furnillicd  no  argu¬ 
ment  ot  the  period  at  vviiicu  they  were 
undertaken.” 

The  Ckinterbury  Tales,  like  thofe  of 
Kocaccio,  arc  connected  by  being  put 
into  the  mouths  of  a  number  ot  ima. 
giiiary  relators,  who  lehcarfe  them  tor 
iheir  common  anuilcmenr.” 

We  are  exctcdlngly  iloubtfnl  if  the 
relators  ot  thole  talcs  are  I o ////./»; as 
Mr.  G.  leems  iiKlined  to  believe.  Jt 
is  true,  that  tlie  allembling  them  in  the 
way  that  they  are  alfembled  at  a  place 
wiiicli  Itiil  remains,  was,  perhaps,  an 
elfort  of  the  imagination  ;  tliongh  in 
Lnaiicer’s  time,  pilgrimages  ot  the 
tame  nature  were  as  common  in  this 
c  vintry  as  tliey  have,  to  a  much  later 
dite,  iiecn  upon  the. continent,  'riu-rc 
is  not  tin;  fmallelt  doubt,  but  from  the 
tiiaoig  outline  t>f  each  character,  and 
tile  vivid  tints  with  wliich  it  was  tilled 
up,  every  pilgrim  was  a  p<ntrait 
moll  accuiaicly  delineated  Iroiu  the 
lile.  Di  yden  rtcogui/.es  this  talent  in 
two  poets,  when  he  lays,  “  1  lee 
Ji  mcls  ami  ihiilcmon  as  pei  leCtly  before 
me,  as  if  lome  ancient  painter  liad 
drawn  them.”  'J'liat  ancient  painier 
was  Ovlil,  who  uiKjUeltionably'  took 
nature  for  his  model,  ami  peopled  an 
imaginary  cottage  vviili  nal  peafants  ; 
lie  then  continues,  “  and  all  the  pil¬ 
grims  in  the  C.'anterlnii y  'I'ales,  their 
liumours,  their  features,  ami  even 
tlieir  th  . fs,  as  if  I  had  flipped  with 
them  at  tlie  'T(duirJ,  in  Soutiiw’ark  j” 
whither,  it  is  moti  probable,  the  in- 
(jiiilitive  genius  of  L'hauccr  often  led 
liimj  nay,  we  think  we  lliould  venture 
little,  in  oblerving  upon  a  woik  k> 
hypothetical  as  tliis  wliich  we  are  11- 
viewliig,  It  wo  were  to  iiippofe  that 
lie  liad  a^^iuaily  made  a  nilorimage  to 
tlie  Ihrine  ot  tlie  holy  Martyr.  l*il- 
gi  images  were,  we  believe,  in  thole 
ag(*3,  (when  ext ui  five amurements,luclj 
as  abound  in  modern  times,  were  un¬ 
known, Jundertakrii  as  tie()ueiiily  from 
motives  of  plealure  as  ilevotion.  The 
'i'abard  in  Southwark,  which  pnobably 
role  upon  the  mat  tyiaiom  of  St.  l  iioiius 
a  Becket,  was  not  tlic  only  inn  in  tlus 
country  lor  the  reception  ot  votaries. 
Wlici elbf  ver  tliere  was  a  Ihrine,  liiere 
was  an  inn,  or  r.uher  a  chain  of  itins, 
from  tile  metropolis,  appendant  to  ir. 
Nor  do  we  b'.litve,  as  Mr,  G»  alTcrts, 
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that  **  thffe  pil^nms  tnvellerl  in  hrgc 
companies,  like  caravans  of  meich  ints, 
^cro<s  the  Arrlr3nan(i  Afian  defarts  for 
proteffion."  There  was  too  much  fane- 
tlty  annexed  to  the  iilca  of  thei*' jour¬ 
ney,  even  in  thofe  rude,  turbulent,  but 
fu^'Ci rtitiotis  tiriies,  to  render  protec¬ 
tion  recelT.u  v  to  then).  Tliere  was 
fotnerhtnp  fupportd  to  he  lb  lioly  in 
their  eriand,  that  the  molf  lavage 
l  obhcr  or  band  of  robbers  would  uot 
have  daied  to  have  lifted  up  their 
hands  nguinit  them.  The  reaibn  why 
pilgrims  tjavellcil  iu  large  bodies  is 
to  be  gathered  from  the  Canterbury 
T  ales.  It  was  to  enjoy  unreftrained 
the  pleHlures  of  fociety ;  a  cuftom 
V  h’ch  operated  in  vitirs  to  tire  Ihrine 
cf  St  Winifrid,  St.  Gall,  the  Lady  of 
Lorerto,  and  many  otl^rs. 

Our  Author,  in  the  coiirfe  (*f  his 
obff-rvations  ou  the'e  extraoi dinary 
efforts  of  the  human  mind,  intrtidures 
a  tompaiifon  Ivtwixt  them  attd  the 
I>ramcron  of  Eocaccio,  in  which  he 
veiy  jultly  gives  the  preference  to  the 
tffu lions  of  the  EupJ ilh  Pott. 

There  is.”  favs  Mr.  (i.,  **  .an¬ 
other  rpor  of  Knglilh  grouiui,  hcTufe 
V'oodlf*:ck,  w  hich  has  Ijten  confi,  ruteJ 
by  readers  ot'  talle  and  i.m  tginat ion,  liy 
a  tr.aditionarv  connexion  w  it h  the  name 
of  Chaucer,  riiis  is  Donnington  Caf- 
tle,  pear  Newbury,  in  tlie  county  of 
Berk.  5.” 

In  ftippoi  f  of  this  nffertion,  .1  num¬ 
ber  t-f  autlmi  itie.s^  ancient  anil  ntotiern, 
are  quoted,  which,  w’e  think,  puts  thie 
matter  out  of  doubt  ;  and  had  w  e,  like 
him,  fat  iu  judgment  upon  it,  like  him 
w’c  Otould  hav^  ra/z'./the  oh|ci*>ir)us, 
though  fomr  of  them  are  urged  by  an 
antiquary  (Grofe),  whole  general  opi¬ 
nions  w-e  Itold  in  high  eltiination. 

T'he  coincidence  is  worthy  of  our 
attention  between  Chaucer's  acquifilion 
of  DonningtoM  and  the  third  mari  iage 
of  his  p.'itiou  the  Duk6  ol  A<juitaiiic. 
In  July  I  VH  Snauilii  conrort 

of  John  ot  Gaunt.  We  Itave  already 
fecn,  that  this  Priiue  had  been,  for 
nearly  twenty  years,  on  terms  of  the 
jnoff  intimate  connexion  with  Cail>a- 
Tine  Lady  bw  inford,  the  liller  of' Chau¬ 
cer’s  wife.  This  lady  had  barn  him 
tluec  Tons,  alterwanls  k*»e>wu  bv  the 
titles  of  Kill  of  Some!  let, Cardinal  r»c.aii- 
f«*rr,  .and  the  Duke  of’Kxefe)-;  from 
the  rldefl  of  whom  tlterp  wcic  line.illy 
dcfieuaed  the  Piintcs  of  the  iioule 
of  T'lidor,  .mil  all  the  Sovereigns 
who,  Uoin  the  dole  of  the  LUceuih 


century,  have  fwayed  the  feeptre  of 

England.” 

In  confequence  of  this  mari  iage,  ire 
find  that  John  of  Gaunt,  with  that 
magnificent  liberality  which  diltin- 
puilhed  his  charadcr,  bcllinvtcl  upon 
C'haucer  the  cllate  cf  D.nnnirgtnn 
Callle.  T'he  manfion  had  been  lat*lv 
rebuilt,  wms  elegant,  cheertul,  .and 
agieeably  fituated.  **  It  was  after¬ 
wards  among  the  more  confuienhle 
poflcHtons  of  the  de  la  Poles,  Dukes 
of  SiifVolk  ;  and,  in  tire  letjMcl,  thought 
worthy  to  be  bellowed  by  Henry  the 
VlTIth  as  a  future  relidence  for  his 
brorher«in-l.iw.”  Mr.  (irofe  lays,  that 
the  i*ud  retired  hither  about  i;9-'. 
Had  Mr.  C5,  told  us  this  betore,  he 
might  have  laved  hinilelf  and  u^  all 
tlie  reafoning  upon  the  authorities 
which  he  lus  quoted  and  we  have 
examined  :  though  he  can  hardlv  let 
tl)e  matter  relt  as  it  is  ;  indeed  w- 
were  fearful  that  lie  was  going  to  raife 
a  n  t  w  h }•  pot  1) e  ft  s .  H  o  w e  v  e  r ,  the  hii  ril¬ 
ing  of  this  impending  n'etror  only 
I'erved  to  dilcover  lome  traits  in  the 
forrune  of  Ciiaucer’s  Ion  Thomas;  no¬ 
on  whom  vve  find  that  Henrv  the  IVth 
conferred  the  cuhees  of  ‘‘  C'onitahle  of 
Wallingford  Callle,  Slieiifl’  of  Oxfo'd- 
Ihire  /or  lift  !  and  Ciiicf  Kutlcr  to  the 
Houliioid. 

“  One  of  the  mod  curious  particulars 
in  the  concluiling  part  of  the  life  of 
Chaucer,  is  the  patent  of  proteiition 
granted  to  liiin  by  Richanl  tiie  I  Id, 
of  fhe  date  of  the  izth  of  M.ay  139S. 
It  has  been  fuppoled,  that  this  graiit 
wa*?  made  in  ret<rtnce  to  Tome  emhar- 
laflinentin  the  life  of  the  Poet.  'J'lurc 
is,  however,  nothing  iu  the  term.s  of 
tlie  patent  that  leads  to  this  conltruc- 
tion.” 

We  think  not  ;  and  moreover  are  of 
opinion,  that  Mr.  CL  miglit,  had  he 
reflected  a  little,  and  conlidered  the 
time  at  which  the  patent  was  granted, 
which  was  when  (vve  may  believe,  by 
the  ligature  that  more  (Irongly 

united  liim  to  his  old  patron,)  his  pecu¬ 
niary  affairs  were  in  the  moll  flour iliiing 
Hate,  and  that  confequently  he  could 
not  want  pioteiff  ion  in  the  way  he  feeiiis 
to  underhand  it.  Examining  tliis  mat¬ 
ter  with  pciliaps  more  attention  than 
it  deferves,  we  conceive  that  the  patent 
emanated  from  that  caution  incident  to 
txquifite  fenfibility,  and  fiill  more  in¬ 
cident  to  advanced  age.  Chaucer  had 
been  employed  in  a  variety  of  affairs; 
he  bad,  in  the  courle  of  Iris  public  life*, 

impeU;i 
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impelled  Icft'perhjps  by  vcrfatility  of 
difpofition  tii.in  a  grateiul  adoption  of 
fhe  opinion  of  his  great  patron,  aeteii 
both  tor  and  again  It  the  Court.  The 
times  were  turbulent;  the  principles 
the  higher  order  of  men  unltcady  j 
the  health  of  John  of  Gaunt  declining ; 
the  throne  tottering  under  the  Mo¬ 
narch;  and  he,  himitif,  wlio  had  tor- 
tunately  rteered  through  and  cleated 
the  Ihoals  and  quick  lands  of  adverl'e 
fortune,  placed,  at  this  critical  period, 
in  a  fitnation  of  ealc  and  opulence, 
from  which  it  did  not  icquirc  much 

f>enetration  to  conjedure,  tliat,  iinlefs 
ie  could  procure  an  anchor,  anotner 
ttorm  might  fet  him  adrift,  w-hen  itc 
had  neither  tlicngth  nor  talents  to 
enable  him  to  regain  the  harbour. 
The  patent  of  protedion,  thcrehue, 
we  believe,  was  a  meafuie  of  caution, 
as  a  man  engaged  in  public  alfairs 
of  peculiar  danger  and  delicacy  would, 
in  modiern  times,  avail  himfclf  ot  an 
ad  of  grace,  or,  contrading  to  a  very 
limited  lenie  a  modern  phrafe,  which 
lias  had  a  pretty  general  application, 
would  iKdivUualh'  endeavour  to  obtain 
“  indenmity  tor  the  pad  and  teciiiity 
for  the  future."  If  any  doubt  re¬ 
mained  upon  t!ie  mind  of  Mr.  G., 
(for  his  dear  delicht  is  to  doubt, 
fuppofe,  and  giiel’s,)  the  conllnidioii 
of  the  words  of  the  deed  ouglit  to 
Ihtisfy  him.  We  fiiul  Chaucer,  atter 
feven  years’  retireinciu,  and  at  leventy 
years  of  .age,  once  more  cngageil  in 
public  life.  We  agree  that  It  mult  be 
ro  trivial  concern  that,  at  a  period 
Hlien  literary  ledund.mce  had  not  yet 
foimed  a  part  of  legal  Icicncc,  could 
aiitliorile  a  defciiptiun  of  “a  great 
variety  of  .arduous  and  urgent  political 
tranfadions  to  be  pei  formed  .and  ex¬ 
pedited  by  Chaucer,  as  well  in  tiie  pre¬ 
fence  as  the  ablence  of  the  King,  in 
vat  ions  p.n  ts  of  the  rt  alm.”  1  he 
patent,  therefore,  .as  we  ohierved,  was 
an  edort  ot  ctiutio/i  lell  he  fhould  (as  has 
ionietlmes  been  the  cale  in  times  when 
men  have,  from  motives  ot  “  envy, 
hatied,  and  malice,"  either  to  govern¬ 
ment  01  individuals,  Oppolcd  to  adioti 
CQuriUraUhtty')  be  diu’uietrd,  niolelt- 
e;l,  or  impleaded,  by  ccir..in  pti  Ions, 
his  competitors,  and  vexed  with  luits, 
complaints,  and  holtlliry. 

“  It  was  perhaps,  to  reward  Chaucer 
for  the  ailiduity  wuh  which  he  dil* 
charged  the  biiimels  I'.eie  rcleritd  to, 
that  he  received,  in  the  fame  year,  a 
(;i4at  gf  a  tuu  of  wine,  yeuriyi  ig 


be  delivered  to  him  by  the  ILl/ig's  Buu 
ler,  in  the  Port  of  London." 

About  tile  tlwc  of  the  tliii  J  mat  ri.ige 
of  John  ot  Gaunt,  Kich.ard  the  I  Li,  tUo 
charadci  of  whole  government  is  well 
known,  toi  nicil  a  iccond  mati iinoni^i 
contiaht  with  Ifabcila,  the  dauglitcrof 
the  King  of  France,  then  (even  ye.ars  of 
age  ;  which  produced  a  truce  for  thirty 
ycais,  .nid,  it  has  been  conjednreil, 
give  birth  t»)  the  conlpiracy  of  which 
'I'homas  ot  Woodlfock  was  the  piinci- 
p:il,  wliichendca  in  the  puniUr.ncnt  of 
iome  of  theconipiratois,  and  the  ailaih. 
nation  ol  tl-.-jir  leader. 

The  quarrtl  betwixt  Henry  of  B'- 
lin^broke and  Xlioiiias  Mowbi.iy,  Duke 
of  Norfolk,  and  the  fatal  conleijuenct « 
of  their  banilhinetu  to  Richard  the  lid, 
are  next  defcanted  on.  Sooji  after  which 
the  lall  fupport  of  his  toiiciing  thione 
W.IS  taken  away,  by  thcdeatli  01  John  of 
Gaunt,  in  the  beginning  of  the  year 
139Q.  Paiticulars  of  this  event;  of 
his  life  and  chauRler;  with  the  cha- 
rail^Ier  aiul  difpolition  of  his  ton  Ileniy 
of  Boliugbroke ;  his  landing  in  Ung- 
iaiui  ;  ids  apparent  moderation  aiui 
lu( eel’s;  the  c.apture  of  Kicliaid  llm 
Hd  ;  and  ids  depofiiion  ;  occupy  a 
larg^  lp.Hce  l»i  this  Ciiapter.  “  It  is 
neLcir.M/,"  fays  Mr.  G.,  “  that  we 
Ihuuid  recollect  llufe  p.articuiars,  that 
we  may  eitlinate  propn ly  the  conduit 
of  the  father  of  Luglilh  poetry  in  the 
iaft  period  of  his  lilt."  Gower,  who  was 
an  older  man  than  Chaucer,  was  one  of 
the  firit  to  ccMigratulare  the  new  Kd.g 
upon  his  unexpetled  .and  ill-acquirta 
dignity  ;  hut  Ctiaucer  ptelcrvcd  ihe 
molt-  Inviolable  idcnca.  “  Not  one 
line  has  he  dedicateti  to  lids  revolu¬ 
tion,  lint  ill  me  p.dfigu  of  his  \%orl:'» 
is  thtre  any  mention  of  Hairy  t.f 
Jioliugbroke  ;"  a  forbearance  whirl), 
if  not  liictarcd  by  prudence,  was  cer¬ 
tainly  very  honourable  to  the  Bard. 

l^eiiioLis  as  we  are  to  fiuilh  this  dif- 
(juilif ion,  we  mult  quote  a  curious  dn- 
enment  citeil  by  Mr.  G.,  tor  two  rca- 
lons;  one  to  lliCw  the  refidence  of 
Chancer  when  he  came  to  town,  and 
the  otlier  the  induitry  of  our  Author. 

'i'hcre  is  prelerved  among  the  re¬ 
cords  in  the  ollice  of  the  Dean  and 
Chapter  of  Weit  min  Iter,  a  kale  mule 
to  Chancer,  by  Robert  Hermodfworth, 
Keener  of  the  Chapel  ot  St.  Mai  garti, 
V/eltm  nl*er,  in  tlie  name  of  the  Ab¬ 
bot,  Fiior,  .ind  Convent  of  VVeit- 
minlier,  ol  a  ttnenuuit  htuated  in  the 
garden  of  thik  Chapel,  for  the  term 
P  p  z  of 
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of  fifty-three  yean,  at  the  yearly  rent  of 
iilty-thiec  (hillings  and  fourpencc." 

Why  Chaucer,  except  we  allow  this 
to  be  another  trait  of  his  care  to  pro» 
vkIc  againlt  all  contingencies,  (hould, 
at  (eventy  years  of  age,  hire  a  houle  for 
fifty-three  years,  it  feeins  i  ather  dithcult 
to  diicover.  The  rcaion  of  his  removal 
to  London  lies  nearer  the  lurlace;  and 
was,  probably,  that  in  the  then  perilous 
iiate  of  the  revolution  i>c  deemed  a 
country  refidencc  Ittrcely  lafe,  and 
ju«!ged,  that  a  proper  retreat  for  one 
lefolvcd  to  take  no  part  in  political 
affairs,  was  the  metropolis. 

On  the  plot  for  the  alfanination  of 
Henry  the  IV'th,  the  executions  that 
followed,  and  the  melancholy  cataf- 
trophe  of  Richard  the  Ild,  it  would 
be  as  ufelcfs  as  unpleafhnc  to  dwell. 
Thefe  events  are  the  prccurfors  of  the 
termination  of  the  exlltence  of  the 
Bard.  •*  Chaucer  died  on  the  15th 
of  Odober  1400,  in  London,  aiul,  no 
doubt,  in  the  houfe  he  l»:u1  hired  ot  the 
Abl>ot  of  Weitniinller ;  r!ie  lituation 
of  whirli  is  faid  to  have  been  on  neailv 
the  fame  fpot”  (wl^ere  afterwards  Ifoorl 
the  White. role  ravern,  and)  where 
Henry  th.c  Vllth's  Chapel  now  Ifaiuls." 

appears  to  have  been  a  widower 
at  the  time  of  his  <leath.  “  His  re- 
fnains  were  interred  in  Welfminllcr 
Abbey.  This  vetieiable  ftlilice  had 
already,  for  centuries,  been  tlie  burial- 
place  for  our  Kuigsj  and  it  is  pro¬ 
bable,  th.at,  at  Irait,  the  ivicdt  uiiial 
motive  for  admitting  the  boies  of  any 
perion  Aiceafed  into  this  repolitory  of 
Monarchs,  was  the  honour  wltli  wliich 
he  was  contemplated  by  lurvivors.” 
'That  **  the  tomb  of  Ciraucer  retieds 
tlte  highell  honour  ujon  the  roo/’ under 
winch  it  is  placed,”  may,  under  cor- 
rrdion,  be  a  pioper  obfervalion  ;  but 
how  our  Author  could  tell,  omnilcious 
as  we  allow  him  to  be,  w  lu>  likely 
to  have  llood  by  at  the  titnc  !iis  remains 
were  depoliicd,  we  are  at  a  lofs  to  di(- 
cover. 

“  Having,"  fays  Mr.  G.,  “accompa- 
nied  Chaucer  through  his  public  and 
p»)etic3l  life,  as  far  as  our  documents 
will  enable -us,  from  the  cradle  to  the 
grave,  it  may  be  gratifying  to  take 
tme  conneded  and  concluding  view 
of  his  manners  and  habits,  to  (urvey 
the  featnics  of  his  mind  and  the  prin- 
cip-d  traits  of  his  charader.” 

However  Mr.  (>.  may  tlunk  it  nccef- 
fary  to  jum  up  evidence  lo  widely  dif- 
fuled,  we  ccitainly  do  not,  for  this 


reafon,  becaufe  we  have,  ni  the  couri^ 
of  this  work,  molt  painfully  and  anx* 
ioufiy  endeavoured,  with  our  belt  abili. 
ties,  to  comprels  the  lame  matter,  dif, 
perled  through  more  than  a  tliouiani 
pages.  Taking  a  retrolpective  view, 
we  are  attonithed  at  their  number,  con- 
fidering  their  lubjeds;  and  ciiticilin 
Ictms  tt)  Ihrink  at  the  lize  of  thefe  two 
pondrous  volumes}  which  very  naiti- 
rally  introduces  a  qucltioii,  \V.is  fo 
much  writing  ablolutely  rtcjuiiiie, 
allowing  the  Autlior,  to  il.e  fiillelt  ex¬ 
tent,  the  broad  dilplay  which  the  title 
exhibits  ?  W'e  think  not  :  for  thole 
rc.ifons  that  we  have  more  than  once, 
in  the  courle  of  thisexantination,  Itatcd, 
'i'he  Life  of  CieottVey  Chaucer,  pro¬ 
perly  lo  termed,  (of  'fchich,  limited  as 
we  were,  we  have  touciicd  upon  and 
brought  forward  every  material  inci¬ 
dent,)  the  reader  will  oblcrvc,  miplit 
have  been  comprifed  in  a  pcicket  vO- 
iumej  nay,  without  adveilijig  to  the 
many  otheis  tltat  have  detailed  it, 
which  adu.dly  has,  in  a  great  degice, 
been  woven  by  Dryden  into  a  part 
of  the  preface  to  his  fables,  which  alio 
contains  lome  obiervations  upon  the 
works  of  this  his  poetic  father,  ilie 
emanations  of  talte  and  genius,  conle- 
quently  lb  proper  and  fati.dadori ,  iluU 
we  fhould  have  thought  little  could 
have  been  added,  had  wt  not  Icen  the 
quartos  that  are  the  lubjciil  of  our  pre- 
lent  conlideration  ;  but  Itill  we  wiKi 
Mr.  CL  had  paid  more  attention  to  them. 

Caught  hy  the  w  hilt  ling  of  a  name, 
or  rather  of  two  :iamts,  for  we  will  nut 
deny  tiiat  our  Author  has  obtained 
fome  rank  in  literature,  we  lat  down  to 
the  review  of  t his  woik  with  plcaliue 
and  avidity ;  but  w’e  imilt  conteis,  as 
we  proceeded  our  plealure  a’o.ittii,  and 
our  avidity  ended  in  diiappoiiUinent, 
Tilt*  reafon  for  this  dilappoiutment, 
which  mult  operate  upon  a  number  ot 
readei  s,  in  our  appi ehenllon,  Is,  that 
Mr.  G.does  not  ieein  to  have  veiy  well 
under  it  ood  tlie  ditieicnce  betwixt  Iho* 
giaphy  and  Cjcneral  Hiltoiy,  and  h  .J 
crovvclctl  hiscanvals  witii  inlinitciy  toO 
great  a  number*  of  objects,  many 
which  do  not  leem  to  have  the  Italfc 
connexion  with  his  original  defign. 
Had  Le  Krun,  wlien  he  depicted  tl.e 
pall'age  of  the  (ii aniens,  tiic  tent  ot 
Daiius,  or  the  entry  into  Jiabylon, 
introduced  the  Maccilonian  and  Perll  in 
armies,  and  ail  their  auxiliaries,  and 
devclopeit  dilferent  Icenes  in  the  coun¬ 
tries  of  the  conc^ueied,  the  conqueror?. 
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tnJ  their  ilepcnd;int?,  we  flioiild,  In  the 
coniulion  this  eilbrt  wouKl  have  cre¬ 
ated,  look  in  vain  tor  Alexander. 
VVe  lhali  not  cite  the  authorities,  an¬ 
cient  and  modern,  which  might  he 
adduced  to  Ihcw,  that  in  a  hiographiLal 
work,  the  principal  figure  ought  to  be 
drawn  at  full  lengthy  placed  in  f!ie 
hroaded  glare  of  light,  and  br:>ught 
as  forward  as  pollible,  becaul’e  the  pro- 
poUiion  is  to  lelt-evident  }  collateral 
events  and  characters,  as  the  life  ot’ 
man  is  dependant,  in  lome  meaUire,  on 
tlic  events  ut'  the  age,  and  is  brightened 
or  (haded  by  the  reilcCtions  troin  his 
contemporaries,  may,  it’  they  naturally 
arile,  occalionally  admit  of  (hort  Cv)i- 
(odical  introduction  j  but  the  great  aitn 
Ot  the  Author  Ihould  be,  to  make  the 
perfoii  whole  life  he  protclVes  to  detail, 
the  mark  in  which  all  his  arrows  (how¬ 
ever  they  may  be  “  looiened  ilitferent 
ways,”)  ihould  concentrate.  This  lias 
not  been  done  in  llie  prelcnt  iiulince. 
On  the  contrary,  we  here  and  ihere 
catch  an  erratic  glance  .at  Geotfrey 
Chaucer:  lie  ilicii  vanilhes,  ami  is, 
fometimes  for  chapters,  lolt  in  the  great 
mals  of  evenls  th.itai  c  recorded.  I'lie 
fame  ohlervation  may  apply  lotiteot'uer 
lieio,  John  of  Gaunt,  who  now  and 
then  giUls  t!ie  llcne,  :uid  them  wlth- 
diaws  his  rays.  Mr.G.  ought  to  have 
conildercd,  tliat  lie  was  not  wilting  a 
hiltory  of  the  reigns  of  Kdwanl  the 
lUd  and  Richard  the  lid:  indeed  he 
limit  have  known  that  this  had  already 
been  dune  by  many  Authors  quit^  as 


celebrated;  therefore,  if  he  had  kept 
cioler  to  liis  fubjeCf,  if  he  hatl  not 
grafped  at  too  much,  and  iiad  endca- 
vunred  to  furnilh  more  perfonai  traits^ 
he  would,  we  are  certain,  from  his  in« 
genuity  and  habits  of  indultry,  have 
produced,  though  a  more  concii'e,  a 
much  more  pleating,  and,  we  may  add, 
a  more  valuable  pei fornnnee. 

'J'hde  oblervaiions  apply  totlie  w’ork 
in  general  j  tliofe  of  a  more  pai  ticular 
teiulcncy  will  be  found  as  tlie  objects  of 
tile  precctliiig  pages  came  under  our 
conlideration.  The  Itile  of  Mr.  G., 
witliout  aiming  at  elevation,  without 
attempting  to  dazzle  with  eccentric 
metaphorical  flights,  is  generally  eor- 
icwt,  and  fometimes  elegant.  I'iie  Au¬ 
thor,  ill  our  opinion,  notwithltundiiig 
the  alliilance  of  which  he  lias  availed 
himlclf,  had,  from  the  extciilion  of  Ills 
plan  fo  far  beyond  tiie  biographical 
limits,  a  tlllhcult  talk  to  perionri.  It 
was  a  talk  which  he  impoled  upon  iiinu 
I'jlf,  aiid  tliei  ef’oie  he  can  have  no  rea- 
fon  u>  complain.  We  iiave  reviewed 
his  wo;  k  vvilii  patience,  eaiulour,  and 
inipai  ti  dity  ;  but  caiinot  liiimti's  it 
without  one  coneludiiig  ohlervation^ 
namely,  that  when  he  conliders  how 
iitlie  the  immenic  labour  he  has  be- 
ftowed  liasadiiedto  our  Itock  of  know- 
led  o-,  how  liiile  thole  efforts,  from 
which  he  umpieitionably  cxpe'teci  id 
much,  liave  produced,  he  will  be  forry 
tiiat  he  lias  not  employed  his  time  and 
talents  to  purpofes  of  more  gener.d 
uiility.

Tt  mult  have  llnick  everyone  whole 
mind  is  in  the  leall  turned  toward 
moral  obfervations,  and  who  is  in  the 
Innllelt  degree  acijuiiuted  with  the 
populous  manufacturing  and  military 
lieighhoui  hoods,  w  hicli  lb  muchabound 
in  this  great  mctropol:s,  that  tlieie  Is 
110  lubjeCk  or  cii  cumltance  in  our  whole 
domeltic arrangement  that  is  fo  capable 
of,  or  fo  mucli  demamls  improvement, 
as  the  education  of  the  children  of  tiie 
lower  and  indulti ions  dalles  of  the 
commuMity;  as  while  their  fiitine  wcl- 
Hre,  the  lafety  of  the  fkate,  and  the 
very  exiltence  of  civil  lociety,  depend 
upon  the  citablifhmeiit  of  this  kiml  of 
juveuik loUUf  every  mearuie  that  tends 


to  open  their  minds,  and  to  enlarge  the 
Ipliete  of  liieir  iinderltandings,  temit 
alio  to  the  promotion  of  their  teriek.

Strongly  iTnprcli’eil  with  this  iilea, 
we  have,  with  plealiire,  read  tliis  liea- 
tile,  the  wenk  of  a  young  man,  v\ho 
Ins  actually  can  ied  intoefieCk  a  plan  of 
education  iicrein  detailed,  and  which  is 
entirely  his  own  invention.  It  feems,

5>agation  of  the  tenets  of  any  fcc^,  be¬ 
yond  its  own  number,  for  it  then  be¬ 
comes  undue  infiutnee,  like  the  lliong 
taking  advantage  of  the  weak  and 
we  nuiit  ohferve,  that  tiirough  the 
whole  of  this  plati,  whicli  is  not  per¬ 
haps  file  leaft  valuahle  part  of  if,  tlte 
time  liberality  of  principle  prevails.

informed,  three  hundred  and  leyenty 
children  are  now  iu  a  courlc  of  edu¬ 
cation,  according  to  this  impi'ovcd  lyf- 
tem,  whirl),  as  wc  have  obftrvcd,  has 
been  attended  with  fuch  luccels,  that  it 
is  intended  to  double  the  number. 

Mr.  L.  is,  perhaps,  the  fit  if  modern 
that  has  ever  atteniptcd  to  inltruH  and 
improve  the  infantile  race  by  a  mode 
which  has  for  its  bafis  that  knowledge 
of  the  human  mind,  troni  the  tirif  dawn 
of  realon  to  its  more  adolelcent  expan- 
t’.on,  which  has  Iv)  iVciiuenilv  been  the 
object  ofphylical  relcardus,  or  making 
the  palftons  operate  ia  the  acquiiition 


of  knowledge.  The  grand  princlplt^ 
that  the  love  of  fame,  the  hope  of 
reward,  and  the  defirc  to  be  diltin* 
guilhcd,  are  Wronger  llimuUnts,  evea 
to  the  ideas  of  the  younger  eUncs  of 
focicty,  than  the  dread  ot  puniihrneat, 
is  the  hafis  upon  which  his  Icientifie 
fupcrlfru^furc  is  erecled  ;  and  we  think 
it  fo  philolophically  julf,  lb  congenial 
to  the  general  feelings  of  focicty,  that, 
while  we  wilh,  wc  augur,  that  it  mutt 
be  attended  with  fuccels,  and  ccnic. 
quent  advantage.

“  Our  Pietident  has  received  Irom  Hc- 
liourable  Major-General  Wclltflcy  a 
difpatch  of  the  asth  ult.  as  per  copy  cn- 
clolcd.  From  the  report  contained  in  it, 
^our  Honourable  Committie  will  oh. 
ferve,  that  the  General  attacked  the  c:?m- 
hined  forces  of  Dowlut  How  Sciiidia  and 
the  Berar  Rajah  on  the  1  jil  of  September, 
in  the  vicinity  of  the  Adjunty  Pafs,  with 
fhe  divifion  of  the  army  imder  his  ovvn 
immediate  cemmand,  and  that  the  very 
obftinate  a^ion  that  enfutd  terminated  in 
the  complete  defeat  of  the  ennfeJerates, 
with  ihc'  lols  to  them  of  ninety  pieces  i;f 
cannon,  which  the  Uon.

in  the  courfe  cf  the  laft  feven  or  eight 
days,  by  the  infantry  under  Colonel 
Pohiman,  by  that  belonging  to  Begum 
Sumieo,  and  by  another  brigade  of  in. 
fantry,  the  name  of  whofe  Commander  I 
have  not  afeertatned.  The  enemy’s  army 
was  collefled  about  Bakerdun,  and  be¬ 
tween  that  place  and  Jaffciahad, 

**  I  was  nc.ar  Colortl  Sievonton's  corps 
on  the  zift,  and  liad  a  conference  with  that 
officer,  in  which  we  cor.cerled  a  plan  la 
attack  the  enemy’s  army  wiili  tlie  divl. 
Hons  under  our  comm.'rnd  on  the  24rh,  in 
the  morning  ;  and  we  marched  cn  the 
aztf.  Colonel  Stcvenlun  by  il.o  wclleni 
route,  and  I  by  the  caftern  loute,  round 
the  hills  between  Beedr-aportr  and  Jalnah, 
“  On  the  Z3d,  I  arrived  at  Naulaiah, 
and'  there  received  a  report,  that  Scindia 
and  the  Rajah  of  Peiai  had  moved  oil  i.i 
the  morning  with  their  cavalry, .and  that 
the  infantry  were  about  to  follow,  but 
were  ftill  in  camp,  at  the  diflarceot  about 
fix  miles  from  the  ground  on  v\hich  I 
intended  to  encamp.  It  was  obvious  tl.at 
the  attack,  whs  no  longer  to  be  delayed, 
and  having  provided  foi  the  fecuiity  of 
my  baggage  and  ftores  at  Nauiaiah,  I 
marched  on  to  attack  the  enemy. 

**  I  fourrd  the  whole  ccnibincd  army  of 
Scindia  and  the  Kajah  of  Btiar  encamped 
on  tl)e  bank  of  the  Klllra  river,  rttarly 
ch  the  ground  which  i  bad  been  informed 
that  they  occupied. 

Their  riglit,  which  confiffed  e’- 
tirely  of  cavalry,  was  about  Bakciduu, 
and  extended  to  their  corps  of  infantry, 
w'hich  weie  encamped  in  the  reighb;;ui- 
hoed  of  Assye,  Although  I  came  firlf 
‘in  front  cf  their  n^hS  I  determined  to 
attack  their  left,  as  the  defeat  cf  their 
corps  of  infantry  was  molt  likely  to  be 
cffciHual  i  accnidingly  I  marched  round 
to  their  left  flank,  covering  the  match  of 
the  cclufnn  of  iitfantry  by  the  Briiilh 
cavalry  in  the  rear,  and  by  the  Mahiatu 
and  MyKpre  cavalry  on  the  right  flank. ^

'Die  Duke  d’Enghein,  fon  of  the 
Puke  of  Bourbon,  and  grand fou  of  the 
Piince  of  Cuiulc,  has,  contrary  to  the 
low  of  Nations,  been  arreiied  in  tlie 
Elc(5for  of  Baden's  territories,  aiui  car¬ 
ried  to  France,  tried  before  a  French 
Military  Coinuildion,  and  lenienced  to 
death.  He  was  flint  on  the  azd  ult. 
before  day-light,  in  the  forelt  ot  Vin- 
CLcniics,  near  to  the  Caille  of  that  name. 

J[  is  remarkable,  that  he  Ihould  have 
perillied  in  that  very  Wood  in  wbicli 
ills  anceftor,  Louis  IX.,  or  St.  Louis, 
was  wont  to  admiiiillcr  juitico,  under 
a  large  oak,  according  to  the  fimple 
forms  of  the  tliirteenth  century.  From 
this  Monarch  he  was  the  twenty-firll  in 
defeeaf. 

The  arreit  of  the  Duke  d'Enghein, 
in  the  aliove  unprecedented  manner, 
mult  excite  mucli  intereft  all  over  Fm- 
rope.  The  Eieiftor  of  Baden  is  the 
farlier-indaw'  of  the  Emperor  ofRuf- 
fia ;  and  the  invalion  of  his  territory 
cannot  fall  to  be  viewed,  not  only  as  a 
grofs  infult,  but  as  a  precedent  for 
every  violence  in  future. 

The  Dutch  Papers  inform  us,  tliat 
the  French  troops  have  fe’zed  on  the 
town ol Meppen,r.ear  E.nbden, through 
which  the  Briiifli  goods  found  their 
way  into  the  interior  of  Germany. 
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I'he  French  Minifters  at  Berlin, 
Cocenliageh,  Hamburgh,  Brenu:'.,  and 
Lubeck,  have  prcl'-iitcd  an  oifitial  de¬ 
mand  to  have  all  Fre.iclmK'n,  travellirg 
tliroiigh  ^lu^ir  rcipciHve  tej*i irorics,  in 
their  way  tor  England,  ai retted.
